(a) ECONOMIC ORDER QUANTITY CONTRACT AUTHOR-6

ITY.— 7

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to paragraphs (2) 8

through (5), from amounts made available for obliga-9

tion under the F–35 aircraft program for fiscal year 10

2020, the Secretary of Defense may enter into one or 11

more contracts, beginning with the fiscal year 2020 12

(3) PHASES.—The program established under 19

paragraph (1) shall be carried out in two phases as 20

follows: 21

(A) The first phase may consist of research 22

and development and shall be carried out as de-23

scribed in subsection (b). 24
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(B) The second phase shall consist of testing 1

and evaluation and shall be carried out as de-2

scribed in subsection (c), if the Secretary deter-3

mines that the results of the research and devel-4

opment phase justify implementing the testing 5

and evaluation phase. 6

(4) DESIGNATION.—The program established 7

under paragraph (1) shall be known as the ‘‘Direct 8

Air Capture and Blue Carbon Removal Technology 9

Program’’ (in this section referred to as the ‘‘Pro-10

gram’’). 11

(b) RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT PHASE.— 12

(1) IN GENERAL.—During the research and de-13

velopment phase of the Program, the Secretary of De-14

fense may conduct research and development in pur-15

suit of the goals set forth in subsection (a)(2). 16

(2) DIRECT AIR CAPTURE.—The research and de-17

velopment phase of the Program may include, with 18

respect to direct air capture, a front end engineering 19

and design study that includes an evaluation of direct 20

air capture designs to produce fuel for use— 21

(A) at military installations or facilities of 22

the Department of Defense; or 23

(B) in modes of transportation by the Navy 24

or the Coast Guard. 25

SEC. 218. FOREIGN MALIGN INFLUENCE OPERATIONS RE-12

SEARCH PROGRAM. 13

and Engineering, shall carry out a research program on 16

foreign malign influence operations research as part of the 17

university and other basic research programs of the Depart-18

ment of Defense (such as the Minerva Research Initiative).

tomers and users of the social media platforms and 9

the proprietary information of the social media com-10

panies in conducting research and analysis or com-11

piling and storing indicators and key trends of for-12

eign malign influence operations on social media 13

platforms. 14

(4) To promote collaborative research and infor-15

mation exchange with other relevant entities within 16

the Department and with other agencies relating to 17

foreign malign influence operations. 18

(c) PROGRAM ACTIVITIES.—In order to achieve the ob-19

jectives specified in subsection (b), the Secretary is author-20

ized to carry out the following activities: 21

(1) The Secretary may award research grants to 22

eligible individuals and entities on a competitive 23

basis. 24
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(2) The Secretary may award financial assist-1

ance to graduate students on a competitive basis. 2

(d) REPORT.—Not later than March 1, 2020, the Sec-3

retary of Defense shall submit to the congressional defense 4

committees a report on the progress of the Secretary in car-5

rying out the research program under this section, includ-6

ing a description of the activities and research conducted 7

as part of the program. 8

SEC. 219. SENSOR DATA INTEGRATION FOR FIFTH GENERA-9

TION AIRCRAFT. 10

(a) F–35 SENSOR DATA.—The Secretary of Defense 11

shall ensure that— 12

(1) information collected by the passive and ac-13

tive on-board sensors of the F–35 Joint Strike Fighter 14

aircraft is capable of being shared, in real time, with 15

joint service users in cases in which the Joint Force 16

Commander determines that sharing such informa-17

(2) the Secretary has developed achievable, effec-19

tive, and suitable concepts and supporting technical 20

architectures to collect, store, manage, and dissemi-21

nate information collected by such sensors.

may be collected by existing and planned ad-10

vanced fifth generation aircraft; 11

(B) the status of the existing sensor data 12

collection, storage, dissemination, and manage-13

ment capability and capacity of fifth generation 14

aircraft, including the F–35, the F–22, and the 15

B–21; and 16

(C) the ability of the F–35 aircraft and 17

other fifth generation aircraft to share informa-18

tion collected by the aircraft in real-time with 19

other joint service users as described in sub-20

section (a)(1). 21

(3) STUDY RESULTS.— 22

(A) INTERIM BRIEFING.—Not later than 23

180 days after the date of the enactment of this 24

Act, the Comptroller General shall provide to the 25
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congressional defense committees a briefing on 1

the preliminary findings of the study conducted 2

under this subsection. 3

(B) FINAL RESULTS.—The Comptroller 4

General shall provide the final results of the 5

study conducted under this subsection to the con-6

gressional defense committees at such time and 7

in such format as is mutually agreed upon by 8

the committees and the Comptroller General at 9

the time of the briefing under subparagraph (A).

digital competencies for members of the Armed 14

Forces, including the development and mainte-15

nance of training, education, talent manage-16

ment, incentives, and promotion policies in sup-17

port of members at all levels of such career 18

tracks; and 19

(C) the development and application of ap-20

propriate readiness standards and metrics to 21

measure and report on the overall capability, ca-22

pacity, utilization, and readiness of digital engi-23

neering professionals to develop and deliver oper-24
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ational capabilities and employ modern business 1

practices. 2

(2) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this section, 3

‘‘digital engineering’’ is the discipline and set of skills 4

involved in the creation, processing, transmission, in-5

tegration, and storage of digital data, (including but 6

not limited to data science, machine learning, soft-7

ware engineering, software product management, and 8

artificial intelligence product management). 9

(b) RESPONSIBILITY.— 10

(1) APPOINTMENT OF OFFICER.—Not later than 11

270 days after the date of enactment of this Act, the 12

ment programs of each Armed Force various core ini-4

tiatives, programs, activities, and mechanisms, tai-5

lored to the unique needs of each Armed Force, to 6

identify and recruit civilian employees and members 7

of the Armed Forces with demonstrated aptitude, in-8

terest, and proficiency in digital engineering, and in 9

science, technology, engineering, and mathematics 10

(STEM) generally, including initiatives, programs, 11

activities, and mechanisms to target populations of 12

individuals not typically aware of opportunities in 13

the Department of Defense for a digital engineering 14

career. 15

(2) Identify and share with the military depart-16

ments best practices around the development of flexi-17

ble career tracks and identifiers for digital engineer-18

ing and related digital competencies and meaningful 19

opportunities for career development, talent manage-20

ment, and promotion within such career tracks. 21

(3) Develop and maintain education, training, 22

doctrine, rotational opportunities, and professional 23

development activities to support the civilian and 24

military digital engineering workforce. 25
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(4) Coordinate and synchronize digital force 1

management activities throughout the Department of 2

Defense, advise the Secretary of Defense on all matters 3

pertaining to the health and readiness of digital 4

forces, convene a Department-wide executive steering 5

group, and submit to Congress an annual report on 6

the readiness of digital forces and progress toward 7

achieving the policy set forth in subsection (a). 8

(5) Create a Department-wide mechanism to 9

track digital expertise in the workforce, develop and 10

maintain organizational policies, strategies, and 11

plans sufficient to build, maintain, and refresh inter-12

nal capacity at scale, and report to the Secretary 13

quarterly on the health and readiness the digital engi-14

neering workforce. 15

(6) Assist the military departments in designing, 16

developing, and executing programs and incentives to 17

retain, track, and oversee digital expertise among ci-18

vilian employees of the Department and members of 19

the Armed Forces on active duty. 20

(7) At the request of the Chief of Staff of an 21

Armed Force, or the head of another component or 22

element of the Department, undertake an executive 23

search for key leadership positions in digital engi-24

neering in such Armed Force, component, or element, 25
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and develop and deploy agile hiring processes to fill 1

such positions. 2

(8) Identify necessary changes in authorities, 3

policies, resources, or a combination thereof to further 4

the policy set forth in subsection (a), and submit to 5

Congress a report on such changes.

development center with which the Secretary has consulted 26
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under subsection (b) a certification in writing that the tool 1

contains a methodology that adequately incorporates the 2

prevailing scientific consensus on climate change. 3

(d) REPORT.— 4

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 days after 5

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary 6

shall submit to the congressional defense committees a 7

report describing the tool developed under subsection 8

(a).

NATED BY PFOS AND PFOA USED ON MILI-13

TARY INSTALLATIONS. 14

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following findings: 15

(1) Perfluorooctanesulfonic acid (in this section 16

referred to as ‘‘PFOS’’) and perfluorooctanoic acid 17

(in this section referred to as ‘‘PFOA’’) are part of 18

a class of man-made chemicals that have been used in 19

a variety of industrial and consumer products to 20

make the products resist heat, stains, water, and 21

grease. Because PFOS and PFOA extinguish petro-22

leum fires quickly, the Department of Defense and 23

commercial airports began using aqueous film form-24

ing foam containing PFOS and PFOA in the 1970s. 25
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(2) PFOS and PFOA can accumulate and stay 1

in the body for long periods of time. Exposure to 2

PFOS and PFOA may cause health problems, includ-3

ing issues with the reproductive system, liver and kid-4

ney damage, developmental issues in children, and 5

negatively impacted immune system, and cancer. 6

(3) A common method of human exposure to 7

PFOS and PFOA is by consuming contaminated 8

drinking water. 9

(4) The Environmental Protection Agency issued 10

lifetime health advisories under the Safe Drinking 11

Water Act for individual or combined PFOS and 12

PFOA concentrations at 70 parts per trillion in 13

2016, but has not yet issued any guidance or regula-14

tion for groundwater or agricultural water. 15

(5) The Department of Defense has provided 16

mitigations in many communities where drinking 17

water has tested at or above the lifetime health advi-18

sory level, including bottled water and drinking water 19

filtration systems. Due to the lack of regulatory guid-20

ance, these mitigations have not been mirrored in ag-21

ricultural water systems. 22

(6) As a result, farmers located adjacent to mili-23

tary installations with PFOS and PFOA contamina-24

tion that has migrated off-installation are potentially 25
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impacted, and in at least one case, such contamina-1

tion has had a serious impact on the livelihood of a 2

dairy farmer. 3

(b) AUTHORITY TO PROVIDE UNCONTAMINATED 4

WATER FOR AGRICULTURAL PURPOSES.— 5

(1) IN GENERAL.—If an area has been identified 6

under paragraph (2), and a military installation has 7

been determined to be the source of that contamina-8

tion, the Secretary of Defense or the Secretary con-9

cerned may provide, for the purpose of producing ag-10

ricultural products destined for human consump-11

tion— 12

(A) water sources uncontaminated with 13

perfluoroalkyl and polyfluoroalkyl substances, in-14

cluding PFOA and PFOS, or 15

(B) treatment of contaminated waters. 16

(2) IDENTIFICATION OF AREAS.—An area identi-17

fied under this paragraph is an area for which the 18

level of PFOA or PFOS contamination— 19

(A) is above the lifetime health advisory for 20

contamination for such compounds as issued by 21

the Environmental Protection Agency and print-22

ed in the Federal Register on May 25, 2016; 23

(B) is at or above a regulatory standard set 24

by the Food and Drug Administration for PFOA 25

SEC. 523. ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON RECORD AND SERVICE 20

REVIEW BOARDS. 21

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—Not later than 180 days after 22

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of De-23

fense shall establish a Department of Defense Advisory 24

Committee to be known as the ‘‘Defense Advisory Committee 25
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on Record and Upgrade Review Boards’’ (in this section 1

referred to as the ‘‘Advisory Committee’’). 2

(b) MEMBERSHIP.— 3

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Advisory Committee shall 4

consist of not more than 15 members appointed by the 5

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(3) STAFF.—Not more than 65 percent of the 1

staff of the Advisory Committee may be comprised of 2

members of the Armed Forces serving on active duty. 3

(d) DUTIES.—The Advisory Committee shall advise the 4

Secretary of Defense on the best structure, practices, and 5

procedures to ensure consistency of boards for the correction 6

of military records and service review boards in carrying 7

out their responsibilities under chapter 79 of title 10, 8

United States Code, and in granting relief to claimants 9

under that chapter. 10

(e) ANNUAL REPORT.—Not later than one year after 11

the date of the establishment of the Advisory Committee and 12

annually thereafter for the three subsequent years, the Advi-13

sory Committee shall submit to the Secretary of Defense and 14

the congressional defense committees a report containing ob-15

servations and recommendations regarding issues of board 16

operations and efficacy, including— 17

(1) granting relief at adequate rates; 18

(2) adhering to the intent of Congress, including 19

regarding liberal consideration; 20

(3) standards for evidence, training experience 21

and qualifications of board members; 22

(4) efficacy of efforts to ensure consistency across 23

boards; 24
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(5) case management and record keeping sys-1

tems, including electronic access to board precedents; 2

(6) ease of personal appearances by claimants; 3

(7) expert review of medical and psychiatric 4

cases; and 5

(8) related potential structural changes or alter-6

native board models. 7

(f) TERMINATION.—The Advisory Committee shall ter-8

minate on the date that is four years after the date of estab-9

lishment under subsection (a). 10

(g) AUTHORITIES.—The Advisory Committee shall 11

have all normal authorities granted to advisory committees, 12

including the ability for staff to request documents from the 13

Department of Defense, hold public hearings, and travel in 14

furtherance of the board mandate. The board shall also be 15

permitted, with assistance from personnel of the Depart-16

ment of Defense, to administer surveys and conduct field 17

experiments to assess the viability of different policy options 18

considered in the course of the activities of the Advisory 19

Committee. 20

SEC. 524. TIME REQUIREMENTS FOR CERTIFICATION OF 21

HONORABLE SERVICE. 22

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‘‘(A) general instructional or informational 1

courses in military justice if such courses are designed 2

‘‘(B) statements regarding criminal activity or a 6

particular criminal offense that do not advocate a 7

particular disposition, or a particular court-martial 8

finding, or sentence; or 9

‘‘(C) statements and instructions given in open 10

court by the military judge or counsel. 11

‘‘(5)(A) Notwithstanding paragraphs (1) through (3), 12

but subject to subparagraph (B)— 13

‘‘(i) a superior convening authority or officer 14

may generally discuss matters to consider regarding 15

the disposition of alleged violations of this chapter 16

with a subordinate convening authority or officer; 17

and 18

‘‘(ii) a subordinate convening authority or offi-19

cer may seek advice from a superior convening au-20

thority or officer regarding the disposition of an al-21

leged offense under this chapter. 22

tigators within the military justice system under the juris-7

diction of such Secretary in order to do the following: 8

effective in providing an effective defense for the 12

(B) make such military justice system more 14

fair and efficient.

(c) COLLECTION OF EXPOSURE INFORMATION.—The 6

Secretary of Defense shall collect blast exposure information 7

with respect to a member of the Armed Forces in a man-8

(1) consistent with blast exposure measurement 10

training guidance of the Department, including any 11

new guidance developed pursuant to— 12

(A) the study on blast pressure exposure re-13

quired by section 734 of the National Defense 14

Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2018 (Public 15

(B) the review of guidance on blast exposure 17

during training required by section 253 of the 18

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(3) that is automated, to the extent practicable, 1

to minimize the reporting burden of unit com-2

manders.

submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the Senate 6

and the House of Representatives a report on the types of 7

information included in a blast exposure history under sub-8

section (a). 9

SEC. 715. COMPREHENSIVE POLICY FOR PROVISION OF 10

MENTAL HEALTH CARE TO MEMBERS OF THE 11

ARMED FORCES. 12

(a) POLICY REQUIRED.—Not later than 180 days after 13

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of De-14

fense, acting through the Under Secretary of Defense for 15

Personnel and Readiness, shall develop and implement a 16

comprehensive policy for the provision of mental health care 17

to members of the Armed Forces. 18

(b) ELEMENTS.—The policy under subsection (a) shall 19

address each of the following: 20

(1) The compliance of health professionals in the 21

military health system engaged in the provision of 22

health care services to members with clinical practice 23

guidelines for— 24

(A) suicide prevention; 25
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(B) medication-assisted therapy for alcohol 1

use disorders; and 2

(C) medication-assisted therapy for opioid 3

use disorders. 4

(2) The access and availability of mental health 5

care services to members who are victims of sexual as-6

sault or domestic violence. 7

(3) The availability of naloxone reversal capa-8

bility on military installations. 9

(4) The promotion of referrals of members by ci-10

vilian health care providers to military medical treat-11

ment facilities when such members are— 12

(A) at high risk for suicide and diagnosed 13

with a psychiatric disorder; or 14

(B) receiving treatment for opioid use dis-15

orders. 16

(5) The provision of comprehensive behavioral 17

health treatment to members of the reserve compo-18

nents that takes into account the unique challenges 19

associated with the deployment pattern of such mem-20

bers and the difficulty such members encounter post- 21

deployment with respect to accessing such treatment 22

in civilian communities. 23

(c) CONSIDERATION.—In developing the policy under 24

subsection (a), the Secretary of Defense shall solicit and 25
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consider recommendations from the Secretaries of the mili-1

tary departments and the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 2

Staff regarding the feasibility of implementation and execu-3

tion of particular elements of the policy. 4

(d) REPORT.—Not later than 18 months after the date 5

of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense shall 6

submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the Senate 7

and the House of Representatives a report on the implemen-8

tation of the policy under subsection (a).

SEC. 716. LIMITATION ON THE REALIGNMENT OR REDUC-10

Staff, shall conduct a review of the medical manpower 8

requirements of the military department of the Sec-9

retary that accounts for all national defense strategy 10

scenarios. 11

(2) ANALYSES.—With respect to each military 12

medical treatment facility that would be affected by 13

a proposed military medical end strength realignment 14

or reduction, the Secretary concerned shall conduct an 15

analysis that— 16

(A) identifies affected billets; and 17

(B) includes a plan for mitigating any po-18

tential gap in health care services caused by such 19

realignment or reduction. 20

(3) MEASUREMENT.—The Secretary of Defense 21

shall— 22

(A) develop a standard measurement for 23

network adequacy to determine the capacity of 24

the local health care network to provide care for 25
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covered beneficiaries in the area of a military 1

medical treatment facility that would be affected 2

by a proposed military medical end strength re-3

alignment or reduction; and 4

(B) use such measurement in carrying out 5

this section and otherwise evaluating proposed 6

military medical end strength realignment or re-7

ductions. 8

(4) OUTREACH.—The Secretary of Defense shall 9

provide to each member of the Armed Forces and cov-10

ered beneficiary located in the area of a military 11

medical treatment facility that would be affected by 12

a proposed military medical end strength realignment 13

or reduction the following: 14

(A) A transition plan for continuity of 15

health care services. 16

(B) A public forum to discuss the concerns 17

of the member and covered beneficiary regarding 18

such proposed realignment or reduction. 19

(c) REPORT.—Not later than 180 days after the date 20

of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense shall 21

submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the House 22

of Representatives and the Senate a report on the proposed 23

military medical end strength realignments or reductions, 24

including— 25
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(1) the reviews, analyses, and other information 1

developed under subsection (b); and 2

(2) a description of the actions the Secretary 3

plans to take with respect to such proposed realign-4

ments or reductions. 5

(d) EXCEPTION.—The limitation in subsection (a) 6

shall not apply to billets of a medical department of a mili-7

tary department that have remained unfilled since at least 8

October 1, 2018. The Secretary concerned may realign or 9

reduce such a billet if the Secretary determines that such 10

realignment or reduction does not affect the provision of 11

health care services to members of the Armed Forces or cov-12

ered beneficiaries.

as a service in the Department of the Navy; and 6

(C) the Secretary of the Air Force, with re-7

spect to matters concerning the Air Force.

SEC. 717. STRATEGY TO RECRUIT AND RETAIN MENTAL 9

HEALTH PROVIDERS. 10

Not later than 180 days after the date of the enactment 11

(1) describes the shortage of mental health pro-14

ending December 31, 2017, that were inconsistent 11

with the post-traumatic stress disorder medication 12

guidelines developed by the Department of Defense 13

and the Veterans Health Administration. 14

(2) CONTENTS.—The report under this subsection 15

shall include the following: 16

(A) A summary of the practices of the 17

Army, Navy, and the Air Force, for prescribing 18

medication during the period referred to in 19

paragraph (1) that were inconsistent with the 20

post-traumatic stress disorder medication guide-21

lines developed by the Department of Defense 22

and the Veterans Health Administration. 23

(B) Identification of medical centers serving 24

members of the Armed Forces found to having 25

higher than average incidences of prescribing 26
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medication during the period referred to in 1

paragraph (1) that were inconsistent with the 2

post-traumatic stress disorder guidelines. 3

(C) A plan for such medical centers to re-4

duce the prescribing of medications that are in-5

consistent with the post-traumatic stress disorder 6

guidelines. 7

(D) A plan for ongoing monitoring of med-8

ical centers found to have higher than average 9

incidences of prescribing medication that were 10

inconsistent with the post-traumatic stress dis-11

order guidelines by the Department of Defense 12

and the Veterans Health Administration. 13

(b) MONITORING PROGRAM.—Based on the findings of 14

the report under subsection (a), the Secretaries of the Army, 15

the Navy, and the Air Force shall each establish a moni-16

toring program carried out with respect to such branch of 17

the Armed Forces that shall provide as follows: 18

(1) The monitoring program shall provide for the 19

conduct of periodic reviews, beginning October 1, 20

2019, of medication prescribing practices of its own 21

providers. 22

(2) The monitoring program shall provide for 23

regular reports, beginning October 1, 2020, to the De-24

partment of Defense and the Veterans Health Admin-25
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istration, of the results of the periodic reviews pursu-1

ant to paragraph (1) of this subsection. 2

(3) The monitoring program shall establish in-3

ternal procedures, not later than October 1, 2020, to 4

address practices for prescribing medication that are 5

inconsistent with the post-traumatic stress disorder 6

medication guidelines developed by the Department of 7

Defense and the Veterans Health Administration. 8

SEARCH PROGRAM. 12

(a) IN GENERAL.—Chapter 104 of title 10, United 13

‘‘(a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 17

‘‘(1) The term ‘military dental research’ means 18

research on the furnishing of dental care and services 19

by dentists in the armed forces. 20

‘‘(2) The term ‘TriService Dental Research Pro-21

gram’ means the program of military dental research 22

authorized under this section. 23
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‘‘(b) PROGRAM AUTHORIZED.—The Secretary of De-1

fense may establish at the University a program of military 2

dental research. 3

‘‘(c) TRISERVICE RESEARCH GROUP.—The TriService 4

Dental Research Program shall be administered by a 5

TriService Dental Research Group composed of Army, 6

Navy, and Air Force dentists who are involved in military 7

dental research and are designated by the Secretary con-8

cerned to serve as members of the group. 9

‘‘(d) DUTIES OF GROUP.—The TriService Dental Re-10

search Group described in subsection (c) shall— 11

‘‘(1) develop for the Department of Defense rec-12

ommended guidelines for requesting, reviewing, and 13

funding proposed military dental research projects; 14

and 15

‘‘(2) make available to Army, Navy, and Air 16

Force dentists and officials of the Department of De-17

fense who conduct military dental research— 18

‘‘(A) information about dental research 19

projects that are being developed or carried out 20

in the Army, Navy, and Air Force; and 21

‘‘(B) expertise and information beneficial to 22

the encouragement of meaningful dental research. 23
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‘‘(e) RESEARCH TOPICS.—For purposes of this section, 1

military dental research includes research on the following 2

issues: 3

‘‘(1) Issues regarding how to ensure the readiness 4

of members of the armed forces on active duty and in 5

the reserve components with respect to the provision 6

of dental care and services. 7

‘‘(2) Issues regarding preventive dentistry and 8

disease management, including early detection of 9

needs. 10

‘‘(3) Issues regarding how to improve the results 11

of dental care and services provided in the armed 12

forces in time of peace. 13

‘‘(4) Issues regarding how to improve the results 14

of dental care and services provided in the armed 15

forces in time of war. 16

‘‘(5) Issues regarding minimizing or eliminating 17

emergent dental conditions and dental disease and 18

non-battle injuries in deployed settings. 19

‘‘(6) Issues regarding how to prevent complica-20

tions associated with dental-related battle injuries. 21

‘‘(7) Issues regarding how to prevent complica-22

tions associated with the transportation of dental pa-23

tients in the military medical evacuation system. 24
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‘‘(8) Issues regarding the use of technological ad-1

vances, including teledentistry. 2

‘‘(9) Issues regarding psychological distress in 3

receiving dental care and services. 4

‘‘(10) Issues regarding how to improve methods 5

of training dental personnel, including dental assist-6

ants and dental extenders. 7

‘‘(11) Wellness issues relating to dental care and 8

services. 9

‘‘(12) Case management issues relating to dental 10

care and services. 11

‘‘(13) Issues regarding the use of alternate dental 12

care delivery systems, including the employment of 13

interprofessional practice models incorporating mul-14

tiple health professions.’’. 15

(b) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sections at 16

the beginning of chapter 104 of such title is amended by 17

inserting after the item relating to section 2116 the fol-18

SEC. 722. PILOT PROGRAM ON CRYOPRESERVATION AND 20

STORAGE. 21

(a) PILOT PROGRAM.—The Secretary of Defense shall 22

establish a pilot program to provide not more than 1,000 23

members of the Armed Forces serving on active duty with 24
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the opportunity to cryopreserve and store their gametes 1

prior to deployment to a combat zone. 2

(b) PERIOD.— 3

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall provide 4

for the cryopreservation and storage of gametes of a 5

participating member of the Armed Forces under sub-6

section (a), at no cost to the member, in a facility of 7

the Department of Defense or at a private entity pur-8

suant to a contract under subsection (d) until the 9

date that is one year after the retirement, separation, 10

or release of the member from the Armed Forces. 11

(2) CONTINUED CRYOPRESERVATION AND STOR-12

AGE.—At the end of the one-year period specified in 13

paragraph (1), the Secretary shall authorize an indi-14

vidual whose gametes were cryopreserved and stored 15

in a facility of the Department as described in that 16

paragraph to select, including pursuant to an ad-17

vance medical directive or military testamentary in-18

strument completed under subsection (c), one of the 19

following options: 20

(A) To continue such cryopreservation and 21

storage in such facility with the cost of such 22

cryopreservation and storage borne by the indi-23

vidual. 24
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(B) To transfer the gametes to a private 1

cryopreservation and storage facility selected by 2

the individual. 3

(C) To authorize the Secretary to dispose of 4

the gametes of the individual not earlier than the 5

date that is 90 days after the end of the one-year 6

period specified in paragraph (1) with respect to 7

the individual. 8

(c) ADVANCE MEDICAL DIRECTIVE AND MILITARY 9

TESTAMENTARY INSTRUMENT.—A member of the Armed 10

Forces who elects to cryopreserve and store their gametes 11

under this section shall complete an advance medical direc-12

tive described in section 1044c(b) of title 10, United States 13

Code, and a military testamentary instrument described in 14

section 1044d(b) of such title, that explicitly specifies the 15

use of their cryopreserved and stored gametes if such mem-16

ber dies or otherwise loses the capacity to consent to the 17

use of their cryopreserved and stored gametes. 18

(d) AGREEMENTS.—To carry out this section, the Sec-19

retary may enter into agreements with private entities that 20

provide cryopreservation and storage services for gametes. 21
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SEC. 723. ENCOURAGEMENT OF PARTICIPATION IN WOM-1

EN’S HEALTH TRANSITION TRAINING PILOT 2

PROGRAM. 3

(a) ENCOURAGEMENT OF PARTICIPATION.—The Secre-4

taries of the military departments shall encourage female 5

members of the Armed Forces who are separating or retiring 6

from the Armed Forces during fiscal year 2020 to partici-7

pate in the Women’s Health Transition Training pilot pro-8

gram (in this section referred to as the ‘‘pilot program’’) 9

administered by the Secretary of Veterans Affairs.

Services of the Senate and the House of Representatives and 18

the Committees on Veterans’ Affairs of the Senate and 19

House of Representatives a report on the pilot program that 20

includes the following: 21

(1) For the period since the commencement of the 22

pilot program— 23

(A) the number of courses held under the 24

pilot program; 25
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(B) the locations at which such courses were 1

held; and 2

(C) for each location identified in subpara-3

graph (B)— 4

(i) the number of female members by 5

military department (with respect to De-6

partment of the Navy, separately for the 7

SEC. 724. NATIONAL GUARD SUICIDE PREVENTION PILOT 9

havioral health professional, on a smartphone, tablet com-17

puter, or other handheld mobile device. 18

(b) ELEMENTS.—The pilot program shall include, sub-19

ject to such conditions as the Secretary may prescribe— 20

(1) the use by members of the National Guard of 21

an existing mobile application that provides the capa-22

bility described in subsection (a); or 23

(2) the development and use of a new mobile ap-24

plication that provides such capability. 25
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(c) ELIGIBILITY AND PARTICIPATION REQUIRE-1

MENTS.—The Chief of the National Guard Bureau shall es-2

tablish requirements with respect to eligibility and partici-3

pation in the pilot program. 4

(d) ASSESSMENT PRIOR TO PILOT PROGRAM COM-5

MENCEMENT.—Prior to commencement of the pilot pro-6

gram, the Chief of the National Guard Bureau shall— 7

(1) conduct an assessment of existing prevention 8

and intervention efforts of the National Guard in 9

each State that include the use of mobile applications 10

that provide the capability described in subsection (a) 11

to determine best practices for providing immediate 12

and localized care through the use of such mobile ap-13

plications; and 14

(2) determine the feasibility of expanding exist-15

ing programs on a national scale. 16

(e) RESPONSIBILITIES OF ENTITIES PARTICIPATING IN 17

PILOT PROGRAM.—Each entity that participates in the 18

pilot program shall— 19

(1) share best practices with other entities par-20

ticipating in the program; and 21

(2) annually assess outcomes with respect to 22

members of the National Guard. 23
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(f) TERM.—The pilot program shall terminate on the 1

date that is three years after the date on which the pilot 2

program commenced. 3

(g) REPORTS.— 4

(1) INITIAL REPORT.—If the Chief of the Na-5

tional Guard Bureau commences the pilot program 6

authorized under subsection (a), not later than 180 7

days after the date of the commencement of such pro-8

gram, the Chief shall submit to the Committees on 9

Armed Services of the Senate and the House of Rep-10

resentatives a report containing a description of the 11

pilot program and such other matters as the Chief 12

considers appropriate.

submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the House 2

of Representatives and the Senate a report on suicide 3

among members of the Armed Forces during the year pre-4

ceding the date of the report.

section (a) shall include the following with respect to the 7

year covered by the report: 8

(1) The number of suicides, attempted suicides, 9

and occurrences of suicidal ideation involving a mem-10

ber of the Armed Forces, including the reserve compo-11

nents thereof, listed by Armed Force. 12

(2) The number of suicides, attempted suicides, 13

or suicidal ideation identified under paragraph (1) 14

that occurred during each of the following periods: 15

(A) The first 180 days of the member serv-16

ing in the Armed Forces. 17

(B) The period in which the member is de-18

ployed in support of a contingency operation. 19

(3) With respect to the number of suicides, at-20

tempted suicides, or suicidal ideation identified under 21

paragraph (2)(A), the initial recruit training location 22

of the member. 23

(4) The number of suicides involving a depend-24

ent of a member. 25
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(5) A description of any research collaborations 1

and data sharing by the Department of Defense with 2

the Department of Veterans Affairs, other departments 3

or agencies of the Federal Government, academic in-4

stitutions, or nongovernmental organizations. 5

(6) Identification of a research agenda for the 6

Department of Defense to improve the evidence base 7

on effective suicide prevention treatment and risk 8

communication. 9

(7) A description of the effectiveness of the poli-10

cies developed pursuant to section 567 of the Carl 11

Levin and Howard P. ‘‘Buck’’ McKeon National De-12

fense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2015 (Public 13

Law 113–291; 10 U.S.C. 1071 note) and section 582 14

of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal 15

Year 2013 (Public Law 112–239; 10 U.S.C. 1071 16

note), including with respect to— 17

(A) metrics identifying effective treatment 18

modalities for members of the Armed Forces who 19

are at risk for suicide (including any clinical 20

interventions involving early identification and 21

treatment of such members); 22

(B) metrics for the rate of integration of 23

mental health screenings and suicide risk and 24
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prevention for members during the delivery of 1

primary care for such members; 2

(C) metrics relating to the effectiveness of 3

suicide prevention and resilience programs and 4

preventative behavioral health programs of the 5

Department of Defense (including those of the 6

military departments and the Armed Forces); 7

and 8

(D) metrics evaluating the training stand-9

ards for behavioral health care providers to en-10

sure that such providers have received training 11

on clinical best practices and evidence-based 12

treatments. 13

SEC. 726. STUDY ON MILITARY-CIVILIAN INTEGRATED 14

HEALTH DELIVERY SYSTEMS. 15

(a) STUDY.—The Secretary of Defense shall conduct a 16

study on the use of local integrated military-civilian inte-17

grated health delivery systems pursuant to section 706 of 18

the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 19

2017 (Public Law 114–328; 10 U.S.C. 1096 note).

wartime readiness skills in a local integrated mili-12

tary-civilian integrated health delivery system. 13

grated military-civilian integrated health delivery 15

system as compared to health care provided by a 16

managed care support contractor. 17

(b) SUBMISSION.—Not later than 180 days after the 18

date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense 19

shall submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the 20

House of Representatives and the Senate a report on the 21

results of the study under subsection (a).

SEC. 727. STUDY ON CASE MANAGEMENT AT MILITARY MED-7

ICAL TREATMENT FACILITIES. 8

(a) STUDY.—The Secretary of Defense shall conduct a 9

study on the effectiveness of case management practices at 10

military medical treatment facilities. The study shall in-11

clude the following: 12

(1) A standardized definition of case manage-13

ment. 14

(2) An evaluation of case management practices 15

provided by the military departments before and dur-16

ing the transition of the administration of military 17

medical treatment facilities to the Defense Health 18

Agency pursuant to section 1073c of title 10, United 19

States Code. 20

(3) A discussion of the metrics involved with de-21

termining the effectiveness of case management and 22

the cost of case management. 23

(4) A review of case management best practices 24

in the private sector, including with respect to— 25

(B) the role of the case manager in coordi-3

nation; 4

(C) the approximate number of patients 5

managed by a case manager; and 6

(D) any other best practices relating to case 7

management that would improve the experience 8

of care within the military health system. 9

(5) The results of a discussion with covered bene-10

ficiaries (as defined in section 1072 of title 10, 11

United States Code) in a public forum on case man-12

agement in military medical treatment facilities ad-13

ministered by the Defense Health Agency. 14

(b) REPORT.—Not later than 180 days after the date 15

of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense shall 16

submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the House 17

of Representatives and the Senate a report on the results 18

of the study under subsection (a).

SEC. 728. STUDY ON INFERTILITY AMONG MEMBERS OF THE 20

ARMED FORCES. 21

(a) STUDY.—Not later than 180 days after the date 22

of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense shall 23

submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the House 24

of Representatives and the Senate a study on the incidence 25
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of infertility among members of the Armed Forces, includ-1

ing the reserve components thereof. 2

(b) MATTERS INCLUDED.—The study shall include the 3

following: 4

(1) The number of members of the Armed Forces 5

serving as of the date of the study who are diagnosed 6

with common causes of infertility, such as polycystic 7

ovary syndrome, pelvic inflammatory disease, uterine 8

fibroids, endometriosis, sexually transmitted disease, 9

testicular disorders, and male endocrine disorders. 10

(2) The number of members serving as of the 11

date of the study whose infertility has no known 12

cause. 13

(3) The incidence of miscarriage among women 14

members, listed by Armed Force and military occupa-15

tion. 16

(4) A comparison of the rates of infertility and 17

miscarriage in the Armed Forces to such rates in the 18

civilian population, as reported by the Centers for 19

Disease Control and Prevention. 20

(5) Demographic information of the members de-21

scribed in paragraphs (1), (2), and (3), include with 22

respect to race, ethnicity, sex, age, military occupa-23

tion, and possible exposures during military service to 24
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hazardous elements such as chemical and biologic 1

agents. 2

(6) An assessment of the ease or delay for mem-3

bers in obtaining treatment for infertility, including 4

in vitro fertilization, including— 5

(A) the wait times at each military medical 6

treatment facility that has community partner-7

ships to provide in vitro fertilization; 8

(B) the number of members described in 9

paragraph (1) who are candidates for in vitro 10

fertilization or other infertility treatments but 11

cannot obtain such treatments because of the lo-12

cation at which the member is stationed or the 13

duties of the member; and 14

(C) a discussion of the reasons members 15

cease seeking such treatments through the mili-16

tary health system. 17

(7) Criteria used by the Secretary to determine 18

service connection for infertility, including whether 19

screenings for levels of toxins are undertaken when the 20

cause of infertility cannot be determined. 21

(8) The policy of the Department of Defense, as 22

of the date of the study, for ensuring geographic sta-23

bility during treatment of women members under-24
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going in vitro fertilization for either service-connected 1

or non-service-connected infertility. 2

Subtitle A—Acquisition Policy and 7

Management 8

SEC. 801. ESTABLISHMENT OF ACQUISITION PATHWAYS 9

FOR SOFTWARE APPLICATIONS AND SOFT-10

WARE UPGRADES. 11

(a) GUIDANCE REQUIRED.—Not later than March 1, 12

2020, the Secretary of Defense shall establish guidance au-13

thorizing the use of acquisition pathways described in sub-14

section (b) for the rapid acquisition of software applications 15

and software upgrades that are intended to be fielded within 16

one year. A contract awarded under this section— 17

(1) shall be in an amount equal to or less than 18

$50,000,000; and 19

(2) may be entered into for a period of not more 20

than one year. 21

(b) SOFTWARE ACQUISITION PATHWAYS.—The guid-22

ance required by subsection (a) shall provide for the use 23

of the following two acquisition pathways: 24
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(1) APPLICATIONS.—The applications pathway 1

shall provide for the use of rapid development and 2

implementation of software applications to be used 3

with commercially available hardware. 4

(2) UPGRADES.—The upgrades pathway shall 5

provide for the rapid development and insertion of 6

software upgrades for embedded weapon systems or 7

another hardware system solely used by the Depart-8

ment of Defense. 9

(c) GENERAL REQUIREMENTS.—The guidance re-10

quired by subsection (a) shall provide for— 11

(1) the use of proven technologies and solutions 12

to continuously engineer, update, and deliver capa-13

bilities in software; and 14

(2) a streamlined and coordinated requirements, 15

budget, and acquisition process that results in the 16

rapid fielding of software applications and software 17

upgrades. 18

(d) EXPEDITED PROCESS.— 19

(1) IN GENERAL.—An acquisition conducted 20

under the guidance required by subsection (a) shall 21

not be subject to the Joint Capabilities Integration 22

and Development System Manual and Department of 23

Defense Directive 5000.01, except to the extent specifi-24

cally provided in such guidance. 25
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(2) REQUIREMENTS PROCESS.—The guidance re-1

quired by subsection (a) shall provide that the re-2

quirements for acquisition of software applications 3

and software upgrades— 4

(A) are developed, refined, and prioritized 5

on an iterative basis through continuous partici-6

pation and collaboration by users, testers, and 7

requirements authorities; 8

(B) include an identification of the need 9

for, and users of, the software to be acquired and 10

a rationale for how the software will support in-11

creased efficiency of the Department of Defense; 12

(C) are stated in the form of a summary- 13

level list of vulnerabilities in existing software 14

systems and desired features or capabilities of 15

the software to be acquired; and 16

(D) consider issues related to lifecycle costs, 17

systems interoperability, and logistics support if 18

the developer of the software to be acquired stops 19

providing support. 20

(4) EXECUTION OF RAPID ACQUISITIONS.—The 21

Secretary shall ensure that— 22

(A) an acquisition conducted under the 23

guidance required by subsection (a) is supported 24

by an entity capable of regular automated test-25
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ing of the source code of the software to be ac-1

quired and that such entity is authorized to buy 2

storage, bandwidth, and computing capability as 3

necessary; 4

(B) the Department of Defense can collect 5

and analyze the testing data described in sub-6

paragraph (A) to make decisions regarding soft-7

ware acquisition and oversight; 8

(C) the Director of Operational Test and 9

Evaluation and the project manager appointed 10

under paragraph (5) design test cases to ensure 11

that the entity described in subparagraph (A) 12

can test the software to be acquired to ensure 13

such software meets the requirements of the con-14

tract; 15

(D) the project manager appointed under 16

paragraph (5) closely monitors the progress of an 17

acquisition conducted under the guidance re-18

quired by subsection (a); 19

(E) an independent cost estimate is con-20

ducted that considers— 21

(i) the iterative process of the develop-22

ment of the software to be acquired; and 23

(ii) the long-term value of the software 24

to be acquired to the Department of Defense, 25
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not based on the value of individual lines of 1

source code of the software; 2

(F) the performance of fielded versions of 3

the software to be acquired are demonstrated and 4

evaluated in an operational environment; and 5

(G) performance metrics of the software to 6

be acquired, such as metrics relating to when the 7

software can be fielded, delivery capabilities of 8

the software (including speed of recovery from 9

outages and cybersecurity vulnerabilities), and 10

assessments and estimations of the size and com-11

plexity of such software, are automatically gen-12

erated on a continuous basis and made available 13

to the Department of Defense and the congres-14

sional defense committees. 15

(5) ADMINISTRATION OF SOFTWARE ACQUISITION 16

PATHWAYS.—The guidance required by subsection (a) 17

may provide for the use of any of the following 18

streamlined procedures: 19

(A) The service acquisition executive of the 20

military department concerned shall appoint a 21

project manager for each acquisition of software 22

applications and software upgrades, as deter-23

mined by the service acquisition executive. Such 24

project manager shall be appointed from among 25
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civilian employees or members of the Armed 1

Forces who have significant and relevant experi-2

ence in current software processes. 3

(B) Each project manager shall report with 4

respect to such acquisition directly, and without 5

intervening review or approval, to the service ac-6

quisition executive of the military department 7

concerned. 8

(C) The service acquisition executive of the 9

military department concerned shall evaluate the 10

job performance of such manager on an annual 11

basis. In conducting an evaluation under this 12

paragraph, a service acquisition executive shall 13

consider the extent to which the manager has 14

achieved the objectives of the acquisition for 15

which the manager is responsible, including 16

quality, timeliness, and cost objectives. 17

(D) The project manager shall be authorized 18

staff positions for a technical staff, including ex-19

perts in software engineering to enable the man-20

ager to manage the acquisition without the tech-21

nical assistance of another organizational unit of 22

an agency to the maximum extent practicable. 23

(E) The project manager shall be author-24

ized, in coordination with the users and testers 25
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of the software to be acquired, to make tradeoffs 1

among lifecycle costs, requirements, and sched-2

ules to meet the goals of the acquisition. 3

(F) The service acquisition executive or the 4

Under Secretary of Defense for Acquisition and 5

Sustainment, as applicable, shall serve as the de-6

cision authority for the acquisition. 7

(G) The project manager of a defense 8

streamlined acquisition shall be provided a proc-9

ess to expeditiously seek a waiver from Congress 10

from any statutory or regulatory requirement 11

that the project manager determines adds little 12

or no value to the management of the acquisi-13

tion. 14

(e) CONTRACT TERMS.— 15

(1) IN GENERAL.—A contract entered into pur-16

suant to the guidance required by subsection (a)— 17

(A) may be awarded within a 90-day pe-18

riod after solicitation on the basis of— 19

(i) statements of qualifications and 20

past performance data submitted by 21

offerors; and 22

(ii) discussions with two or more 23

qualified offerors without regard to price; 24

(B) may be a time-and-materials contract; 25
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(C) shall be treated as a contract for the ac-1

quisition of commercial services (as defined in 2

section 103a of title 41, United States Code, as 3

in effect on January 1, 2020); 4

(D) shall identify the individuals to per-5

form the work of the contract, and such individ-6

uals may not be replaced without the advance 7

written consent of the contracting officer; and 8

(E) may allow for a contractor performing 9

the work of the contract to review existing soft-10

ware in consultation with the user community 11

and incorporate user feedback to— 12

(i) define and prioritize software re-13

quirements; and 14

(ii) design and implement new soft-15

ware applications and software upgrades. 16

(2) OPTIONS.—A contract entered into pursuant 17

to the guidance required by subsection (a) may con-18

tain an option to extend the contract once, for a pe-19

riod not to exceed one year, to complete the implemen-20

tation of one or more specified software applications 21

and software upgrades identified during the period of 22

the initial contract. Such an option may not be in an 23

amount greater than $100,000,000 and— 24
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(A) if the option is a time-and-materials 1

contract, it shall be treated as a contract for the 2

acquisition of commercial services (as defined in 3

(B) if the option is a fixed-price contract, 5

it shall be treated as a contract for the acquisi-6

tion of commercial products (as defined in sec-7

tion 103 of title 41, United States Code).

agers to include training on and experience in— 26
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(i) continuous software development; 1

(ii) acquisition pathways available to 3

acquire software; 4

(B) ensure program managers for major de-5

fense acquisition programs, defense business sys-6

tems, and other software programs of the Depart-7

ment of Defense— 8

(i) have demonstrated competency in 9

current software processes; 10

(ii) have the skills to lead a workforce 11

that can quickly meet challenges, use soft-12

ware tools that prioritize continuous or fre-13

quent upgrades as such tools become avail-14

able, take up opportunities provided by new 15

innovations, and plan software activities in 16

short iterations to learn from risks of soft-17

ware testing; and 18

(iii) have the experience and training 19

to delegate technical oversight and execution 20

(C) include continuing education courses 22

and experiential training to help individuals 23

maintain skills learned through the programs. 24

(b) REPORTS.— 25

(4) REPORTING REQUIREMENT.—The revised reg-4

ulations issued pursuant to paragraph (1) shall re-5

quire that any covered contractor provide a written 6

report to the appropriate Government authorities and 7

the Government-Industry Data Exchange Program 8

(or a similar program designated by the Secretary) 9

not later than 60 days after such covered contractor 10

becomes aware, or has reason to suspect that— 11

(A) any end item, component, part, or ma-12

terial contained in supplies purchased by or for 13

the Department contains suspect covered equip-14

ment and services; or 15

(B) a supplier of a covered contractor has 16

provided suspect covered equipment and services. 17

(e) IMPROVEMENT OF CONTRACTOR SYSTEMS FOR DE-18

TECTION AND AVOIDANCE OF SUSPECT COVERED EQUIP-19

MENT AND SERVICES.— 20

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 270 days after 21

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary 22

shall implement a program to enhance the detection 23

and avoidance of the acquisition of suspect covered 24

equipment and services by covered contractors. 25
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(2) ELEMENTS.—The program implemented pur-1

suant to paragraph (1) shall— 2

(A) require covered contractors to establish 3

policies and procedures to eliminate suspect cov-4

ered equipment and services from the defense 5

supply chain, which policies and procedures 6

shall address— 7

(i) the training of personnel; and 8

(ii) with respect to a procurement of 9

telecommunications equipment or video sur-10

veillance equipment, the inspection and test-11

ing of related materials and mechanisms to 12

enable traceability of parts of such equip-13

ment; and 14

(B) establish processes for the review and 15

approval of contractor systems for the detection 16

and avoidance of the acquisition of suspect cov-17

ered equipment and services by covered contrac-18

tors, which processes shall be comparable to the 19

processes established for contractor business sys-20

tems under section 893 of the Ike Skelton Na-21

tional Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 22

2011 (Public Law 111–383; 124 Stat. 4311; 10 23

U.S.C. 2302 note). 24
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(f) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this section 1

shall be construed to prohibit the Secretary from entering 2

into a contract with a covered contractor to provide a serv-3

ice that connects to the facilities of a third party, such as 4

backhaul, roaming, or interconnection arrangements. 5

(g) REPORT TO CONGRESS.—Not later than 180 days 6

after completing the assessment required under subsection 7

(a), the Secretary shall submit to the congressional defense 8

committees a report on the results of the assessment and 9

the actions taken following the assessment pursuant to sub-10

section (c). 11

(h) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 12

(1) COVERED EQUIPMENT AND SERVICES.—The 13

term ‘‘covered equipment and services’’ means tele-14

communications equipment, telecommunications serv-15

ices, video surveillance equipment, and video surveil-16

lance services manufactured or controlled by an entity 17

for which the principal place of business of such enti-18

ty is located in foreign country that is an adversary 19

of the United States, but does not include tele-20

communications equipment or video surveillance 21

equipment (other than optical transmission compo-22

nents) that cannot route or redirect user data traffic 23

or permit visibility into any user data or packets 24

that such equipment transmits or otherwise handles. 25
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(2) COVERED CONTRACTOR.—The term ‘‘covered 1

contractor’’ means a contractor or subcontractor (at 2

any tier) that supplies covered equipment and serv-3

ices to the Department of Defense. 4

(3) EXECUTIVE AGENCY.—The term ‘‘executive 5

agency’’ has the meaning given in section 133 of title 6

41, United States Code. 7

(4) SECRETARY.—The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means 8

the Secretary of Defense. 9

(5) SUSPECT COVERED EQUIPMENT AND SERV-10

ICES.—The term ‘‘suspect covered equipment and 11

services’’ means covered equipment and services that 12

is from any source, or that is a covered article, subject 13

to an exclusion order or removal order under section 14

1323(c) of title 41, United States Code. 15

SEC. 852. ASSURED SECURITY AGAINST INTRUSION ON 16

UNITED STATES MILITARY NETWORKS. 17

(a) PROHIBITION.—Except as provided in subsections 18

(b) and (c), the Secretary of Defense shall only award con-19

tracts for the procurement of telecommunications services 20

or the installation of telecommunications infrastructure on 21

national security installations on territories of the United 22

States located in the Pacific Ocean to allowed contractors. 23

(b) EXCEPTION.—Subsection (a) shall not apply to 24

contracts the procurement of telecommunications services or 25
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the installation of telecommunications infrastructure if 1

such telecommunications services or telecommunications in-2

frastructure does not process or carry any information 3

about the operations of the Armed Forces of the United 4

States or otherwise concern the national security of the 5

United States. 6

(c) WAIVER.—The Secretary of Defense may waive the 7

restriction of subsection (a) upon a written determination 8

that such a waiver is in the national security interests of 9

the United States and either— 10

(1) a contractor that is not an allowed con-11

tractor would not have the ability to track, record, lis-12

ten, or otherwise access data or voice communications 13

of the Department of Defense through the provision of 14

the telecommunications service; or 15

(2) a qualified allowed contractor is not avail-16

able to perform the contract at a fair and reasonable 17

price. 18

(d) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 19

(1) ALLOWED CONTRACTOR.—The term ‘‘allowed 20

contractor’’ means— 21

(A) an entity that is 100 percent owned by 22

persons located in the United States that has 23

submitted an offer for a contract let by the De-24

partment of Defense; or 25
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(B) an entity that— 1

(i) is 100 percent owned by persons lo-2

cated in the United States or in a covered 3

foreign country that has submitted an offer 4

for a contract let by the Department of De-5

fense; and 6

(ii) does not have significant connec-7

tions, including major equipment purchases, 8

ownership interests, or joint ventures, with 9

any entity identified in subsection (f)(3) of 10

section 889 of the John S. McCain National 11

Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 12

2019 (Pub. L. 115-232; 132 Stat. 1918; 41 13

U.S.C. 3901 note) 14

(2) COVERED FOREIGN COUNTRY.—The term 15

‘‘covered foreign country’’ means a foreign country 16

the government of which permits allowed contractors 17

to compete on a fair basis for contracts for the pro-18

curement of telecommunications services or the instal-19

lation of telecommunications infrastructure let by the 20

government of such foreign country. 21

(3) NATIONAL SECURITY INSTALLATION.—The 22

term ‘‘national security installation’’ means any fa-23

cility operated by the Department of Defense. 24
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(4) TELECOMMUNICATIONS SERVICE.—The term 1

‘‘telecommunications service’’ has the meaning given 2

in section 3 of the Communications Act of 1934 (47 3

U.S.C. 153). 4

(5) TELECOMMUNICATIONS INFRASTRUCTURE.— 5

The term ‘‘telecommunications infrastructure’’ means 6

any wire or switching facilities used to provide tele-7

communications services. 8

SEC. 853. REVISED AUTHORITIES TO DEFEAT ADVERSARY 9

EFFORTS TO COMPROMISE UNITED STATES 10

DEFENSE CAPABILITIES. 11

(a) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—Congress finds that to 12

comprehensively address the supply chain vulnerabilities of 13

the Department of Defense, defense contractors must be 14

incentivized to prioritize security in a manner which ex-15

ceeds basic compliance with mitigation practices relating 16

to cybersecurity risk and supply chain security standards. 17

Defense contractors can no longer pass unknown risks on 18

to the Department of Defense but should be provided with 19

the tools to meet the needs of the Department with respect 20

to cybersecurity risk and supply chain security. Incentives 21

for defense contractors will help stimulate efforts within the 22

defense industrial base to minimize vulnerabilities in hard-23

ware, software, and supply chain services. The Department 24

of Defense must develop policies and regulations that move 25
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security from a cost that defense contractors seek to mini-1

mize to a key consideration in the award of contracts, equal 2

in importance to cost, schedule, and performance. 3

(b) INCLUSION OF SECURITY AS PRIMARY PURPOSE 4

FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE ACQUISITION.— 5

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 days after 6

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of 7

Defense shall the revise the statement of purpose in 8

the Defense Federal Acquisition Regulation Supple-9

ment added by section 801(3) of the National Defense 10

Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2018 (Public Law 11

115–91; 131 Stat. 1449; U.S.C. 2302 note) to include 12

the security of goods acquired by the Department of 13

Defense as one of the primary objectives of Depart-14

ment of Defense acquisition. The Secretary shall re-15

vise applicable Department of Defense Instructions, 16

regulations, and directives to implement the inclusion 17

of security as a primary purpose of Department of 18

Defense acquisition. 19

(2) CONGRESSIONAL NOTIFICATION.—The Sec-20

retary shall submit to the congressional defense com-21

mittees— 22

(A) not later than 60 days before issuing 23

the revisions described in paragraph (1), the pro-24

posed revisions; and 25
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(B) not later than 180 days after the date 1

of the enactment of this Act, recommendations 2

for legislative action to implement the revisions 3

described in this subsection. 4

(c) CERTIFICATION OF RISK.— 5

(1) IN GENERAL.—Before making a milestone de-6

cision with respect to a major defense acquisition pro-7

gram (as defined under section 2430 of title 10, 8

United States Code), a major automated information 9

system, or major system (as defined under section 10

2302d of title 10, United States Code), the vice chief 11

of the Armed Force concerned shall issue a written as-12

sessment to the Vice Chief of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 13

and the head of the Defense Acquisition Board stating 14

the determination made by the vice chief of the armed 15

force concerned of the risk to the supply chain associ-16

ated with the procurement. Such assessment shall in-17

clude— 18

(A) a description of actions taken to miti-19

gate potential vulnerabilities associated with the 20

procurement; and 21

(B) a certification from the Secretary of the 22

military department concerned or the Vice Chief 23

of the Joint Chief of Staff (as appropriate) that 24

the procurement will not interfere with the oper-25
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ations of the military department conducting the 1

procurement. 2

(2) AVAILABILITY TO THE CONGRESSIONAL DE-3

FENSE COMMITTEES.—Upon request, the vice chief of 4

the Armed Force concerned shall make available to the 5

congressional defense committees a certification re-6

quired under paragraph (1), along with the data on 7

which such certification is based, not later than 15 8

days after the submission of a request. 9

(d) DISPUTES RELATING TO ACQUISITIONS DECI-10

SIONS.—The Under Secretary of Defense for Intelligence, 11

the Vice Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Vice 12

Chief of Staff of the Army, the Vice Chief of Naval Oper-13

ations, the Vice Chief of Staff of the Air Force, and the As-14

sistant Commandant of the Marine Corps shall each have 15

the authority to submit to the Secretary of Defense a written 16

statement of dispute relating to a decision made by the De-17

fense Acquisition Board with respect to an acquisition. A 18

dispute submitted under this subsection shall include any 19

reason why the decision fails to effectively address concerns 20

regarding the item to be acquired. 21
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SEC. 854. PROHIBITION ON OPERATION OR PROCUREMENT 1

OF FOREIGN-MADE UNMANNED AIRCRAFT 2

(a) PROHIBITION ON AGENCY OPERATION OR PRO-4

CUREMENT.—The Secretary of Defense may not operate or 5

enter into or renew a contract for the procurement of— 6

(1) a covered unmanned aircraft system that— 7

country or by an entity domiciled in a covered 9

foreign country; 10

(B) uses flight controllers, radios, data 11

ating software developed in a covered foreign 16

country or by an entity domiciled in a covered 17

foreign country; or 18

(D) uses network connectivity or data stor-19

age located in or administered by an entity dom-20

iciled in a covered foreign country; or 21

(2) a system manufactured in a covered foreign 22

country or by an entity domiciled in a covered for-23

eign country for the detection or identification of cov-24

ered unmanned aircraft systems. 25
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(b) EXEMPTION.—The Secretary of Defense is exempt 1

from the restriction under subsection (a) if the operation 2

or procurement is for the purposes of— 3

(1) Counter-UAS surrogate testing and training; 4

or 5

(2) intelligence, electronic warfare, and informa-6

tion warfare operations, testing, analysis, and train-7

ing. 8

(c) WAIVER.—The Secretary of Defense may waive the 9

restriction under subsection (a) on a case by case basis by 10

certifying in writing to the congressional defense commit-11

tees that the operation or procurement is required in the 12

national interest of the United States. 13

(d) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 14

(1) COVERED FOREIGN COUNTRY.—The term 15

‘‘covered foreign country’’ means a country labeled as 16

a strategic competitor in the ‘‘Summary of the 2018 17

National Defense Strategy of the United States of 18

America: Sharpening the American Military’s Com-19

petitive Edge’’ issued by the Department of Defense 20

pursuant to section 113 of title 10, United States 21

Code. 22

(2) COVERED UNMANNED AIRCRAFT SYSTEM.— 23

The term ‘‘covered unmanned aircraft system’’ means 24
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an unmanned aircraft system and any related serv-1

ices and equipment. 2

SEC. 855. SUPPLY CHAIN RISK MITIGATION POLICIES TO BE 3

(b) PILOT PROGRAM ON DATA RIGHTS AS AN EVALUA-21

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pilot program to assess mechanisms to evaluate intel-1

lectual property to include technical data deliverables, 2

associated license rights, and commercially available 3

intellectual property valuation analysis and tech-4

niques in major defense acquisition programs (as de-5

fined in section 2430 of title 10, United States Code) 6

selected pursuant to subsection (b) to ensure— 7

(2) This commitment by the United States has 4

helped to confirm and refine operational procedures, 5

to improve implementation and effectiveness of the 6

Open Skies Treaty, and provide United States leader-7

ship and engagement opportunities that have sup-8

ported broader objectives and improved European 9

transparency.

(3) The Open Skies Treaty provides signatories 11

(2) supports continued cooperation between the 3

United States and Georgia and the efforts of the Gov-4

ernment of Georgia to provide for the defense of its 5

people and sovereign territory. 6

SEC. 1238. SENSE OF CONGRESS ON SUPPORT FOR ESTO-7

NIA, LATVIA, AND LITHUANIA. 8

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following: 9

(1) The Baltic countries of Estonia, Latvia, and 10

Lithuania are highly valued allies of the United 11

States, and they have repeatedly demonstrated their 12

commitment to advancing our mutual interests as 13

well as those of the NATO Alliance. 14

(2) Operation Atlantic Resolve is a series of exer-15

cises and coordinating efforts demonstrating the 16

United States’ commitment to its European partners 17

and allies, including the Baltic countries of Estonia, 18

Latvia, and Lithuania, with the shared goal of peace 19

and stability in the region.

(4) All three Baltic countries contributed to the 4

NATO-led International Security Assistance Force in 5

Afghanistan, sending troops and operating with few 6

caveats. The Baltic countries continue to commit re-7

sources and troops to the Resolute Support Mission in 8

Afghanistan. 9

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—Congress— 10

investment and prioritization of efforts in Europe, 5

SEC. 1255. LIMITATION ON TRANSFER OF F–35 AIRCRAFT TO 1

TURKEY. 2

(a) LIMITATION.—Except as provided in subsection 3

(b), no funds authorized to be appropriated or otherwise 4

made available to the Department of Defense for fiscal year 5

2020 may be obligated or expended— 6

(1) to transfer, facilitate the transfer, or author-7

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1999 and an important ally of the United States, 1

contributing to the collective defense of NATO allies 2

and deterrence in Europe. 3

(2) Poland has made significant contributions of 4

forces to United States and NATO-led military oper-5

ations in Afghanistan, Iraq, Kosovo, and countering 6

the Islamic State in Iraq and Syria. 7

(3) Poland contributed at least 2 percent of its 8

gross domestic product to defense spending in 2018, 9

meeting its commitment under the Wales Declaration. 10

(4) Poland currently hosts on a rotational basis 11

United States forces from the Armored Combat Bri-12

gade Team, a Combat Aviation Brigade, a NATO en-13

hanced Forward Presence Battalion, and a U.S. Aegis 14

Ashore missile defense site. 15

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 16

that— 17

(1) the United States reaffirms its support for 18

the principle of collective defense in Article 5 of the 19

North Atlantic Treaty for its NATO allies, including 20

Poland; 21

(2) the United States appreciates the important 22

role that Poland plays in NATO efforts to sustain 23

credible deterrence in Europe; 24

cure the deployment of a Patriot system to Turkey, 13

under United States or NATO operational control, for 14

the purpose of providing Turkey with an interim ca-15

pability to address urgent vulnerabilities in Turkey’s 16

air and missile defense during the period in which an 17

agreement is reached for Turkey’s acquisition of the 18

Patriot system; and 19

(3) notes that any such deployment of the Pa-20

triot or a NATO interoperable system in the interim 21

is contingent on Turkey’s commitment to cancel the 22

S-400 air and missile defense system acquisition. 23
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Subtitle H—Baltic Reassurance Act 1

SEC. 1271. FINDINGS. 2

Congress finds the following: 3

(1) Russia seeks to diminish the North Atlantic 4

Treaty Organization (NATO) and recreate its sphere 5

of influence in Europe using coercion, intimidation, 6

and outright aggression. 7

(2) Deterring Russia from such aggression is 8

vital for transatlantic security. 9

(3) The illegal occupation of Crimea by Russia 10

and its continued engagement of destabilizing and 11

subversive activities against independent and free 12

states is of increasing concern. 13

(4) Russia also continues to disregard treaties, 14

international laws and rights to freedom of naviga-15

tion, territorial integrity, and sovereign international 16

borders. 17

(5) Russia’s continued occupation of Georgian 18

and Ukrainian territories and the sustained military 19

buildup in Russia’s Western Military District and 20

Kaliningrad has threatened continental peace and 21

stability. 22

(6) The Baltic countries of Estonia, Latvia, and 23

Lithuania are particularly vulnerable to an increas-24

ingly aggressive and subversive Russia. 25
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(7) In a declaration to celebrate 100 years of 1

independence of Estonia, Latvia, and Lithuania 2

issued on April 3, 2018, the Trump Administration 3

reaffirmed United States commitments to these Baltic 4

countries to ‘‘improve military readiness and capa-5

bilities through sustained security assistance’’ and 6

‘‘explore new ideas and opportunities, including air 7

defense, bilaterally and in NATO, to enhance deter-8

rence across the region’’. 9

(8) These highly valued NATO allies of the 10

United States have repeatedly demonstrated their 11

commitment to advancing mutual interests as well as 12

those of the NATO alliance. 13

(9) The Baltic countries also continue to partici-14

pate in United States-led exercises to further promote 15

coordination, cooperation, and interoperability 16

among allies and partner countries, and continue to 17

demonstrate their reliability and commitment to pro-18

vide for their own defense. 19

(10) Lithuania, Latvia, and Estonia each hosts 20

a respected NATO Center of Excellence that provides 21

expertise to educate and promote NATO allies and 22

partners in areas of vital interest to the alliance. 23
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(11) United States support and commitment to 1

allies across Europe has been a lynchpin for peace 2

and security on the continent for over 70 years. 3

SEC. 1272. SENSE OF CONGRESS. 4

It is the sense of Congress as follows: 5

(1) The United States is committed to the secu-6

rity of the Baltic countries and should strengthen co-7

operation and support capacity-building initiatives 8

aimed at improving the defense and security of such 9

countries. 10

(2) The United States should lead a multilateral 11

effort to develop a strategy to deepen joint capabilities 12

with Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia, NATO allies, and 13

other regional partners, to deter against aggression 14

from Russia in the Baltic region, specifically in areas 15

that would strengthen interoperability, joint capabili-16

ties, and military readiness necessary for Baltic coun-17

tries to strengthen their national resilience. 18

(3) The United States should explore the feasi-19

bility of providing additional air and missile defense 20

systems in the Baltic region, including through 21

leveraging cost-sharing mechanisms and multilateral 22

deployment with NATO allies to reduce financial bur-23

dens on host countries. 24

Secretary of Defense that such action is necessary in 4

the national interest, the Secretary may transfer 5

amounts of authorizations made available to the De-6

partment of Defense in this title for fiscal year 2019 7

between any such authorizations for that fiscal year 8

(or any subdivisions thereof). Amounts of authoriza-9

tions so transferred shall be merged with and be 10

available for the same purposes as the authorization 11

to which transferred. 12

(2) LIMITATION.—The total amount of author-13

izations that the Secretary may transfer under the 14

authority of this subsection may not exceed 15

$500,000,000. 16

(b) TERMS AND CONDITIONS.— 17

(1) IN GENERAL.—Transfers under this section 18

shall be subject to the same terms and conditions as 19

transfers under section 1001. 20

(2) ADDITIONAL LIMITATION ON TRANSFERS FOR 21

DRUG INTERDICTION AND COUNTER DRUG ACTIVI-22

TIES.—The authority provided by subsection (a) may 23

not be used to transfer any amount to Drug Interdic-24

tion and Counter Drug Activities, Defense-wide. 25
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(c) ADDITIONAL AUTHORITY.—The transfer authority 1

provided by this section is in addition to the transfer au-2

thority provided under section 1001. 3

SEC. 1521. AFGHANISTAN SECURITY FORCES FUND. 5

(a) CONTINUATION OF PRIOR AUTHORITIES AND NO-6

TICE AND REPORTING REQUIREMENTS.—Funds available 7

to the Department of Defense for the Afghanistan Security 8

Forces Fund for fiscal year 2020 shall be subject to the con-9

ditions contained in— 10

(1) subsections (b) through (f) of section 1513 of 11

the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal 12

Year 2008 (Public Law 110–181; 122 Stat. 428); and 13

(2) section 1521(d)(1) of the National Defense 14

Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2017 (Public Law 15

114–328; 130 Stat. 2577). 16

(b) EQUIPMENT DISPOSITION.— 17

(1) ACCEPTANCE OF CERTAIN EQUIPMENT.—Sub-18

ject to paragraph (2), the Secretary of Defense may 19

accept equipment that is procured using amounts au-20

thorized to be appropriated for the Afghanistan Secu-21

rity Forces Fund by this Act and is intended for 22

transfer to the security forces of the Ministry of De-23

fense and the Ministry of the Interior of the Govern-24
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ment of Afghanistan, but is not accepted by such secu-1

rity forces. 2

(2) CONDITIONS ON ACCEPTANCE OF EQUIP-3

MENT.—Before accepting any equipment under the 4

(B) ELEMENTS.—Each report under sub-7

paragraph (A) shall include a list of all equip-8

ment that was accepted during the period cov-9

ered by such report and treated as stocks of the 10

Department of Defense and copies of the deter-11

minations made under paragraph (2), as re-12

quired by paragraph (3). 13

(c) SECURITY OF AFGHAN WOMEN.— 14

(C) development and dissemination of gen-11

der and human rights educational and training 12

materials and programs within the Ministry of 13

Defense and the Ministry of Interior of Afghani-14

stan; 15

(D) efforts to address harassment and vio-16

lence against women within the Afghan National 17

Defense and Security Forces; 18

(E) improvements to infrastructure that ad-19

dress the requirements of women serving in the 20

Afghan National Defense and Security Forces, 21

including appropriate equipment for female se-22

curity and police forces, and transportation for 23

policewomen to their station; 24
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(F) support for Afghanistan National Police 1

Family Response Units; and 2

(G) security provisions for high-profile fe-3

male police and military officers. 4

(d) ASSESSMENT OF AFGHANISTAN PROGRESS ON OB-5

JECTIVES.— 6

(1) ASSESSMENT REQUIRED.—Not later than 7

June 1, 2020, the Secretary of Defense shall, in con-8

sultation with the Secretary of State, submit to the 9

Committee on Armed Services and the Committee on 10

Foreign Affairs of the House of Representatives and 11

the Committee on Armed Services and the Committee 12

on Foreign Relations of the Senate an assessment de-13

scribing— 14

(A) the progress of the Government of the 15

Islamic Republic of Afghanistan toward meeting 16

to assess such improvements. 13

(C) A consideration of the extent to which 14

the Afghan National Defense and Security Forces 15

have been able to increase pressure on the 16

Taliban, al-Qaeda, the Haqqani network, the Is-17

lamic State of Iraq and Syria-Khorasan, and 18

other terrorist organizations, including by re- 19

taking territory, defending territory, and dis-20

rupting attacks. 21

(D) A consideration of the distribution 22

practices of the Afghan National Defense and Se-23

curity Forces and whether the Government of Af-24

ghanistan is ensuring that supplies, equipment, 25
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and weaponry supplied by the United States are 1

appropriately distributed to, and employed by, 2

security forces charged with fighting the Taliban 3

and other terrorist organizations. 4

(E) A consideration of the extent to which 5

the Government of Afghanistan has designated 6

the appropriate staff, prioritized the development 7

of relevant processes, and provided or requested 8

the allocation of resources necessary to support a 9

peace and reconciliation process in Afghanistan. 10

(F) A description of the ability of the Min-11

istry of Defense and the Ministry of Interior of 12

Afghanistan to manage and account for pre-13

viously divested equipment, including a descrip-14

tion of any vulnerabilities or weaknesses of the 15

internal controls of such Ministry of Defense and 16

Ministry of Interior and any plan in place to 17

address shortfalls. 18

(G) A description of the monitoring and 19

evaluation systems in place to ensure assistance 20

provided under subsection (a) is used only for 21

the intended purposes. 22

(H) A description of any significant irreg-23

ularities in the divestment of equipment to the 24

Afghan National Defense and Security Forces 25
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during the period beginning on May 1, 2019, 1

and ending on May 1, 2020, including any 2

major losses of such equipment or any inability 3

on the part of the Afghan National Defense and 4

Security Forces to account for equipment so pro-5

cured. 6

(I) A description of the sustainment and 7

maintenance costs required during the period be-8

ginning on May 1, 2019, and ending on May 1, 9

2020, for major weapons platforms previously 10

divested, and a plan for how the Afghan Na-11

tional Defense and Security Forces intends to 12

maintain such platforms in the future. 13

(J) A consideration of the extent to which 14

the Government of Afghanistan is adhering to 15

conditions for receiving assistance established in 16

annual financial commitment letters or any 17

other bilateral agreements with the United 18

States. 19

(K) A consideration of the extent to which 20

the Government of Afghanistan has made 21

progress in achieving security sector benchmarks 22

as outlined by the United States-Afghan Com-23

pact (commonly known as the ‘‘Kabul Com-24

pact’’). 25
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(L) Such other factors as the Secretaries 1

consider appropriate. 2

(3) FORM.—The assessment required by para-3

graph (1) shall be submitted in unclassified form, but 4

may include a classified annex. 5

(4) WITHHOLDING OF ASSISTANCE FOR INSUFFI-6

CIENT PROGRESS.— 7

(A) IN GENERAL.—If the Secretary of De-8

fense determines, in coordination with the Sec-9

retary of State and pursuant to the assessment 10

under paragraph (1), that the Government of Af-11

ghanistan has made insufficient progress in the 12

areas described in paragraph (2), the Secretary 13

of Defense shall— 14

(i) withhold $480,000,000, to be de-15

rived from amounts made available for as-16

sistance for the Afghan National Defense 17

and Security Forces, from expenditure or 18

obligation until the date on which the Sec-19

retary certifies to Congress that the Govern-20

Subtitle A—Space Activities 15

SEC. 1601. NATIONAL SECURITY SPACE LAUNCH PROGRAM. 16

(a) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 17

that— 18

(1) ensuring opportunities for future competition 19

in the National Security Space Launch program of 20

the Air Force will decrease the overall cost of the pro-21

gram and increase the likelihood of success with re-22

spect to the Department of Defense stopping the use 23

of Russian-made RD–180 rocket engines, as required 24

by section 1608 of the Carl Levin and Howard P. 25
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‘‘Buck’’ McKeon National Defense Authorization Act 1

for Fiscal Year 2015 (Public Law 113–291; 10 U.S.C. 2

2271 note); and 3

(2) while Congress supports robust competition 4

within the National Security Space Launch program, 5

Congress recognizes the importance of providing a 6

regular launch manifest and incentives for a robust 7

industrial base to support national security require-8

ments. 9

(b) PHASE TWO ACQUISITION STRATEGY.—In car-10

rying out the phase two acquisition strategy, the Secretary 11

of the Air Force— 12

(1) shall ensure, except as provided by subsection 13

(c), that launch services are procured only from Na-14

tional Security Space Launch providers that are 15

offerors using launch vehicles or families of launch ve-16

hicles that meet all of the requirements of the Air 17

Force for the delivery of all required payloads to all 18

reference orbits; and 19

(2) may not substantially change the acquisition 20

schedule or mission performance requirements. 21

(c) COMPETITIVE PROCEDURES.—If the Secretary of 22

the Air Force awards phase two contracts for more than 23

a total of 29 launches, the Secretary shall ensure that each 24

such contract for any launch after the 29th launch is 25
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awarded using competitive procedures among all National 1

Security Space Launch providers. 2

(d) FUNDING FOR CERTIFICATION AND INFRASTRUC-3

TURE.— 4

(1) AUTHORITY.—Pursuant to section 2371b of 5

title 10, United States Code, the Secretary of the Air 6

Force shall enter into an agreement described in 7

paragraph (2) with either National Security Space 8

Launch providers that have not entered into a phase 9

two contract for launch services occurring before fiscal 10

year 2022 or National Security Space Launch pro-11

viders that have entered into a phase two contract but 12

have not entered into a launch services agreement for 13

such phase, or both. 14

(2) AGREEMENTS.—An agreement described in 15

this paragraph is an agreement that provides a Na-16

tional Security Space Launch provider with not more 17

than $500,000,000 for the provider to meet the certifi-18

cation and infrastructure requirements that are— 19

(A) unique to national security space mis-20

sions; and 21

(B) necessary for a phase two contract, in-22

cluding such contracts described in subsection 23

(c). 24
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(e) DOWN SELECT NOTIFICATION.—The Under Sec-1

retary of Defense for Acquisition and Sustainment, in co-2

ordination with the Secretary of the Air Force, shall submit 3

to the appropriate congressional committees written notifi-4

cation of the two National Security Space Launch pro-5

viders selected during fiscal year 2020 by the Secretary of 6

the Air Force to be awarded phase two contracts not later 7

than 10 days before the Secretary publicly announces such 8

selection. The notification shall include, at a minimum— 9

(1) an identification of the selected providers; 10

(2) the evaluation criteria used in the selection; 11

(3) the total costs to the Air Force for such con-12

tracts; and 13

(4) a risk assessment of the selected providers in 14

meeting national security requirements. 15

(f) REPORT.—Not later than 45 days after the date 16

on which the Secretary of the Air Force awards phase two 17

contracts during fiscal year 2020, the Secretary shall sub-18

mit to the appropriate congressional committees a report 19

on— 20

(1) the total defense investments made with re-21

spect to launch service agreements and engine devel-22

opment for each National Security Space Launch 23

provider so awarded such phase two contracts; and 24
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(2) how such investments in launch service pro-1

viders were accounted for in the evaluation of the of-2

fers for such phase two contracts. 3

(g) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 4

(1) The term ‘‘appropriate congressional com-5

mittees’’ means— 6

(A) the congressional defense committees; 7

and 8

(B) the Permanent Select Committee on In-9

telligence of the House of Representatives and the 10

Select Committee on Intelligence of the Senate. 11

(2) The term ‘‘phase two acquisition strategy’’ 12

means the process by which the Secretary of the Air 13

Force enters into phase two contracts and carries out 14

launches under the National Security Space Launch 15

program during fiscal years 2020 through 2024. 16

(3) The term ‘‘phase two contract’’ means a con-17

tract for launch services under the National Security 18

Space Launch program during fiscal years 2020 19

through 2024, as described in solicitation number 20

FA8811–19–R–0002 of the Air Force. 21

SEC. 1602. PREPARATION TO IMPLEMENT PLAN FOR USE OF 22

ALLIED LAUNCH VEHICLES. 23

(a) PREPARATION.—The Secretary of Defense, in co-24

ordination with the Director of National Intelligence, shall 25
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take actions necessary to prepare to implement the plan de-1

veloped pursuant to section 1603 of the National Defense 2

retary of Defense shall establish under the Space Develop-5

ment Agency a program to prototype an M-code based, 6

multi-global navigation satellite system receiver that is ca-7

pable of receiving covered signals to increase the resilience 8

and capability of military position, navigation, and timing 9

equipment against threats to the Global Positioning System 10

and to deter the likelihood of attack on the worldwide Global 11

Positioning System by reducing the benefits of such an at-12

tack. 13

(b) ELEMENTS.—In carrying out the program under 14

subsection (a), the Secretary shall— 15

(1) with respect to each covered signal that could 16

be received by the prototype receiver under such pro-17

gram, conduct an assessment of the relative benefits 18

and risks of using that signal, including with respect 19

to any existing or needed monitoring infrastructure 20

that would alert users of the Department of Defense 21

of potentially corrupted signal information, and the 22

cyber risks and challenges of incorporating such sig-23

nals into a properly designed receiver; 24
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(2) ensure that monitoring systems are able to 1

include any monitoring network of the United States 2

or allies of the United States; 3

(3) conduct an assessment of the benefits and 4

risks, including with respect to the compatibility of 5

non-United States global navigation satellite system 6

signals with existing position, navigation, and timing 7

equipment of the United States, and the extent to 8

which the capability to receive such signals would im-9

pact current receiver or antenna design; and 10

(4) conduct an assessment of the desirability of 11

establishing such program in a manner that— 12

(A) is a cooperative effort, coordinated with 13

the Secretary of State, between the United States 14

and the allies of the United States that may also 15

(1) a determination of the soundness of the 11

(8) Options for potential negotiation with adver-11

saries, including with respect to agreements to not 12

target nuclear command, control, and communica-13

tions systems through kinetic, nonkinetic, or cyber at-14

tacks. 15

(9) Any other matters the Secretary determines 16

appropriate. 17

(c) INTERIM BRIEFING.—Not later than 90 days after 18

the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary, in co-19

ordination with the Commander, shall provide to the con-20

gressional defense committees a briefing on the plan under 21

subsection (a). 22
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SEC. 1649. INDEPENDENT STUDY ON POLICY OF NO-FIRST- 1

USE OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 2

(a) SPECIFIED RIGHTS OF TENANCY IN PRIVATIZED 9

MILITARY HOUSING UNITS.— 10

(1) IN GENERAL.—Section 2886 of title 10, 11

‘‘§ 2886. Specified rights of tenancy in military hous-13

ing units 14

‘‘(a) CONTRACT REQUIREMENT FOR MILITARY HOUS-15

ING UNITS.— 16

‘‘(1) INCLUSION OF RIGHTS OF TENANCY.—Each 17

contract between the Secretary concerned and a land-18

lord shall guarantee the rights of tenancy specified in 19

this section for military tenants who reside in mili-20

tary housing units covered by the contract. 21

‘‘(2) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—The rights of 22

tenancy in military housing units specified in this 23

section are not intended to be exclusive. The omission 24

of a tenant right or protection shall not be construed 25
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to deny the existence of such a right or protection for 1

military tenants. 2

‘‘(3) WRITTEN LEASE AND EXPLANATION OF TEN-3

ANCY.—(A) The lease between a landlord and mili-4

tary tenant shall be in writing to establish tenancy 5

in a military housing unit. The landlord shall pro-6

vide the military tenant with a copy of the lease, any 7

addendums, and any other regulations imposed by the 8

landlord regarding occupancy of the military housing 9

unit and use of common areas. 10

‘‘(B) The Secretary concerned shall require that 11

a military tenant receive a plain-language briefing 12

regarding the rights of tenancy guaranteed by this 13

section and the respective responsibilities of landlords 14

and military tenants related to tenancy, including the 15

existence of any additional fees authorized by sub-16

section (c)(2), any utilities payments, the procedures 17

for submitting and tracking work orders, the identity 18

of the military tenant advocate, and the dispute reso-19

lution process. 20

‘‘(b) PROTECTION AGAINST RETALIATION.— 21

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—A landlord may not retaliate 22

against a military tenant, directly or through the 23

chain-of-command of a member of the armed forces 24

who is a military tenant, in response to a military 25
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tenant making a complaint relating to a military 1

housing unit or common areas. Evidence of retalia-2

tion may include any of the following actions, includ-3

ing unsuccessful attempts to commit such an action: 4

‘‘(A) Unlawful recovery of, or attempt to re-5

cover, possession of a military housing unit. 6

‘‘(B) Unlawfully increasing the rent, de-7

creasing services, or increasing the obligations of 8

a military tenant. 9

‘‘(C) Interference with a military tenant’s 10

right to privacy. 11

‘‘(D) Harassment of a military tenant. 12

‘‘(E) Refusal to honor the terms of the lease. 13

‘‘(F) Interference with the career of a mili-14

tary tenant. 15

‘‘(2) INVESTIGATION.—The Inspector General of 16

the Department of Defense and the Inspector General 17

of a military department may investigate allegations 18

of retaliation against a military tenant in connection 19

with a complaint relating to a military housing unit. 20

‘‘(c) PROHIBITION AGAINST COLLECTION OF AMOUNTS 21

IN ADDITION TO RENT.— 22

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—A landlord may not impose 23

on a military tenant a supplemental payment, such 24

as an out-of-pocket fee, in addition to the amount of 25
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rent the landlord charges for a unit of similar size 1

and composition to the military housing unit, with-2

out regard to whether or not the amount of the mem-3

ber’s basic allowance for housing under section 403 of 4

title 37 is less than the amount of the rent. 5

‘‘(2) EXCEPTIONS.—Nothing in paragraph (1) 6

‘‘(ii) for non-essential utility services, 13

as determined in accordance with regula-14

tions promulgated by the Secretary con-15

cerned; or 16

‘‘(iii) to recover damages associated 17

with tenant negligence; or 18

‘‘(B) to limit or otherwise affect the author-19

ity of the Secretary concerned to enter into rent-20

al guarantee agreements under section 2876 of 21

this title or to make differential lease payments 22

under section 2877 of this title, so long as such 23

agreements or payments do not require a mili-24

tary tenant to pay an out-of-pocket fee or pay-25
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ment in addition to the basic allowance for hous-1

ing of the member. 2

‘‘(d) DISPUTE RESOLUTION PROCESS.— 3

‘‘(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary concerned 4

shall establish a dispute resolution process for the res-5

olution of disputes between landlords and military 6

tenants related to military housing units. The resolu-7

tion process shall use neutral arbitrators and mini-8

mize costs incurred by military tenants to partici-9

pate. 10

‘‘(2) TREATMENT OF BASIC ALLOWANCE FOR 11

HOUSING.—During the dispute resolution process be-12

tween a landlord and military tenant, the Secretary 13

concerned may withhold from the landlord amounts of 14

the military tenant’s basic allowance for housing 15

under section 403 of title 37 that otherwise would be 16

paid to the landlord directly by the military tenant 17

or through allotments of the pay of the military ten-18

ant under section 701 of such title. 19

‘‘(e) PROMPT MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS.— 20

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary concerned 21

shall ensure that landlords— 22

‘‘(A) respond promptly to requests for the 23

maintenance or repair of a military housing 24

unit; and 25
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‘‘(B) communicate effectively with military 1

tenants regarding the schedule and status of 2

maintenance or repair requests. 3

‘‘(2) ELECTRONIC WORK ORDER SYSTEM.—To 4

promote the policy objective described in paragraph 5

(1), the Secretary concerned shall require the estab-6

lishment of an electronic work order system through 7

which a military tenant may request maintenance or 8

repairs of a military housing unit and track the 9

progress of the work.

‘‘(3) ACCESS TO SYSTEM.—The electronic work 11

order system shall be accessible— 12

‘‘(A) to a military tenant to track a work 13

request made through the system by the military 14

mander of the relevant military installation to 17

track a work request made through the system; 18

contamination in water with respect to the mili-13

tary housing unit and common areas or proof of 14

proper remediation.

‘‘(D) Either a three–year history of rodent 16

infestation with respect to the military housing 17

unit and common areas or proof of proper reme-18

diation. 19

‘‘(E) Any information regarding health-re-20

lated symptoms among previous residents of the 21

military housing unit that may have been the re-22

sult of exposure to environmental hazards in the 23

military housing unit or common areas, if such 24

residents agreed to voluntarily disclose such in-25
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formation. The military tenant advocate shall 1

inform military tenants of their option to dis-2

close or decline to disclose such information. 3

‘‘(2) CONTINUED REQUIREMENT.—The landlord 4

must make the information referred to in paragraph 5

(1) accessible to the military tenant throughout the 6

lease of the military housing unit. 7

‘‘(g) UNIT INSPECTIONS.— 8

‘‘(1) MOVE-IN.—A military tenant is entitled to 9

be present for an inspection of a military housing 10

unit before accepting occupancy of the military hous-11

ing unit to ensure that the military housing unit is 12

habitable and that facilities and common areas of the 13

building are in good repair.

‘‘(2) MOVE-OUT.—A military tenant is entitled 15

to be present for the move-out inspection and must be 16

given sufficient time to address any concerns related 17

to the military tenant’s occupancy of the military 18

housing unit.

(b) CONDITION OF CONVEYANCE.—As a condition on 15

section, the State, at no cost to the United States, 20

shall— 21

(A) demolish all improvements, and infra-22

structure associated with the improvements, in 23

existence on the property as of the date of the 24

conveyance; and 25
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(B) subject to subsection (c), complete all 1

environmental cleanup and remediation activi-2

ties as may be required for the planned redevel-3

opment and use of the property. 4

(2) That, as part of the construction of the new 5

Interstate 15 interchange referred to in subsection (a), 6

the State, at no cost to the United States, shall con-7

struct on the property a new gate for Hill Air Force 8

Base in compliance with such construction, security, 9

and other requirements as the Secretary of the Air 10

Force considers to be necessary. 11

(3) That the State shall coordinate any demoli-12

tion, cleanup, remediation, design, redevelopment, 13

and construction activities performed pursuant to the 14

conveyance of property under subsection (a) with the 15

Secretary and the Utah Department of Transpor-16

tation. 17

(c) ENVIRONMENTAL OBLIGATIONS.—The State shall 18

not have any obligation in relation to any environmental 19

conditions on the property to be conveyed under subsection 20

(1) the conditions were in existence and known 22

before the date of the conveyance of the property; and 23

(2) the State agrees to address the conditions 24

under subsection (b)(1)(B). 25

(a) RELEASE OF CONDITIONS AND RETAINED INTER-15

ESTS.—With respect to a parcel of real property at Camp 16

Joseph T. Robinson, Arkansas, consisting of approximately 17

141.52 acres and conveyed by the United States to the State 18

of Arkansas pursuant to the Act entitled ‘‘An Act author-19

izing the transfer of part of Camp Joseph T. Robinson to 20

the State of Arkansas’’, approved June 30, 1950 (64 Stat. 21

311, chapter 429), the Secretary of the Army may release, 22

without consideration, the terms and conditions imposed by 23

the United States and the reversionary interest retained by 24

the United States under section 2 of such Act and the right 25
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to reenter and use the property retained by the United 1

States under section 3 of such Act. 2

(b) CONDITION OF RELEASE.—As a condition of the 3

release of terms and conditions and retained interests under 4

subsection (a) and subject to subsection (c), the State of Ar-5

kansas shall agree to convey, without consideration, the 6

parcel of real property described in subsection (a) to the 7

Arkansas Department of Veterans Affairs for the purpose 8

of expanding the Arkansas State Veterans Cemetery in 9

North Little Rock, Arkansas. 10

(c) NEW REVERSIONARY INTEREST.—The conveyance 11

required by subsection (b) of the real property described in 12

subsection (a) shall include a reversionary interest to pro-13

tect the interests of the United States. Under the terms of 14

such reversionary interest, if the Secretary of the Army de-15

termines at any time that the real property conveyed pursu-16

ant to subsection (b) is not being used in accordance with 17

the purpose of the conveyance specified in such subsection, 18

all right, title, and interest in and to the real property, 19

including any improvements thereto, shall, at the option of 20

the Secretary, revert to and become the property of the 21

United States, and the United States shall have the right 22

of immediate entry onto the real property. A determination 23

by the Secretary under this subsection shall be made on the 24

record after an opportunity for a hearing. 25
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(d) INSTRUMENT OF RELEASE AND DESCRIPTION OF 1

PROPERTY.—The Secretary of the Army may execute and 2

file in the appropriate office a deed of release, amended 3

deed, or other appropriate instrument reflecting the release 4

of terms and conditions and retained interests under sub-5

section (a).

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SEC. 2863. FINDINGS. 1

Congress finds the following: 2

(1) White Sands National Monument was estab-3

lished on January 18, 1933, by President Herbert 4

Hoover pursuant to the Antiquities Act of 1906 (now 5

chapter 3203 of title 54, United States Code). 6

(2) President Hoover proclaimed that the Monu-7

ment was established ‘‘for the preservation of the 8

white sands and additional features of scenic, sci-9

entific, and educational interest’’. 10

(3) The Monument was expanded by Presidents 11

Roosevelt, Eisenhower, Carter, and Clinton in 1934, 12

1942, 1953, 1978, and 1996, respectively. 13

(4) The Monument contains a substantially more 14

diverse set of nationally significant historical, archae-15

ological, scientific, and natural resources than were 16

known of at the time the Monument was established, 17

including a number of recent discoveries. 18

(5) The Monument is recognized as a major unit 19

of the National Park System with extraordinary val-20

ues enjoyed by more visitors each year since 1995 21

than any other unit in the State of New Mexico. 22

(6) The Monument contributes significantly to 23

the local economy by attracting tourists. 24

(7) Designation of the Monument as a national 25

park would increase public recognition of the diverse 26
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array of nationally significant resources at the Monu-1

ment and visitation to the unit. 2

graph (A)(iv), and have reviewed and agree that 5

there are no legal, operational, or other impedi-6

ments that would prohibit the owner or operator 7

for the vessel from performing its obligations 8

under an operating agreement under this chap-9

ter.

‘‘(4) VESSELS OWNED BY DOCUMENTATION CITI-11

ZENS AND CHARTERED TO SECTION 50501 CITIZENS.— 12

A vessel meets the requirements of this paragraph if, 13

during the period of an operating agreement under 14

this chapter, the vessel will be— 15

‘‘(A) owned by a person who is eligible to 16

document a vessel under chapter 121 of this title; 17

and 18

‘‘(B) demise chartered to a person that is a 19

citizen of the United States under section 50501 20

of this title. 21

‘‘(d) REQUEST BY SECRETARY OF DEFENSE.—The 22

Secretary of Defense shall request that the Commandant of 23

the Coast Guard issue any waiver under section 501 of this 24
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title that the Secretary of Defense determines is necessary 1

for purposes of this chapter. 2

‘‘(e) VESSEL STANDARDS.— 3

‘‘(1) CERTIFICATE OF INSPECTION.—A vessel 4

used to provide oceangoing transportation that the 5

Commandant of the Coast Guard determines meets 6

the criteria of subsection (b) but which, on the date 7

of enactment of this section, is not documented under 8

‘‘(C) the country has not been identified by 23

the Commandant of the Coast Guard as inad-24
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equately enforcing international vessel regula-1

tions as to that vessel. 2

‘‘(2) RELIANCE ON CLASSIFICATION SOCIETY.— 3

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The Commandant of 4

the Coast Guard may rely on a certification 5

from the American Bureau of Shipping or, sub-6

ject to subparagraph (B), another classification 7

society accepted by the Commandant of the Coast 8

‘‘(B) FOREIGN CLASSIFICATION SOCIETY.— 11

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Secretary of Transportation determines meets the criteria 1

of section 53102(b) of this title, which on the date of enact-2

ment of this section is not a documented vessel (as that term 3

is defined in section 106 of this title), shall be eligible for 4

a certificate of inspection if the Secretary determines that— 5

‘‘(1) the vessel is classed by and designed in ac-6

cordance with the rules of the American Bureau of 7

Shipping or another classification society accepted by 8

the Secretary; 9

‘‘(2) the vessel complies with applicable inter-10

national agreements and associated guidelines, as de-11

termined by the country in which the vessel was docu-12

mented immediately before becoming a documented 13

vessel (as defined in that section); and 14

‘‘(3) that country has not been identified by the 15

Secretary as inadequately enforcing international ves-16

sel regulations as to that vessel.

the date the vessel begins operating under 5

the agreement, that the owner or operator 6

intends to terminate the agreement under 7

this subparagraph; and 8

‘‘(ii) the Secretary of Transportation, 9

in coordination with the Secretary of De-10

fense, determines that— 11

‘‘(I) an application for an oper-12

ating agreement under this chapter has 13

been received for a replacement vessel 14

‘‘(d) NONRENEWAL FOR LACK OF FUNDS.— 7

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—If sufficient funds are not 8

made available to carry out an operating agreement 9

under this chapter— 10

‘‘(A) the Secretary of Transportation shall 11

submit to the Committee on Armed Services and 12

the Committee on Commerce, Science, and 13

Transportation of the Senate and the Committee 14

on Armed Services and the Committee on Trans-15

portation and Infrastructure of the House of 16

Representatives notice that such agreement shall 17

be not renewed effective on the 60th day of the 18

fiscal year, unless such funds are made available 19

before such day; and 20

‘‘(B) effective on the 60th day of such fiscal 21

year, terminate such agreement and provide no-22

tice of such termination to the owner or operator 23

of the vessel covered by the agreement. 24
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‘‘(2) RELEASE OF VESSELS FROM OBLIGA-1

TIONS.—If an operating agreement for a vessel under 2

this chapter is not renewed pursuant to paragraph 3

(1), then the owner or operator of the vessel is released 4

from any further obligation under the operating 5

agreement as of the date of such termination or non-6

renewal. 7

‘‘(3) FOREIGN TRANSFER AND REGISTRATION.— 8

The owner or operator of a vessel covered by an oper-9

ating agreement under this chapter may transfer and 10

register such vessel under a foreign registry that is ac-11

ceptable to the Secretary and the Secretary of Defense, 12

notwithstanding section 70701 of this title. 13

‘‘(4) REQUISITION.—If chapter 563 of this title 14

is applicable to a vessel after registration, then the 15

vessel is available to be requisitioned by the Secretary 16

pursuant to chapter 563 of this title. 17

‘‘§ 70706. Obligations and rights under operating 18

agreements 19

‘‘(a) OPERATION OF VESSEL.—An operating agree-20

ment under this chapter shall require that, during the pe-21

riod the vessel covered by the agreement is operating under 22

the agreement the vessel shall— 23

‘‘(1) be operated in the United States foreign 24

commerce, mixed United States foreign commerce and 25
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domestic trade allowed under a registry endorsement 1

issued under section 12111 of this title, foreign-to-for-2

eign commerce, or under a charter to the United 3

States; 4

‘‘(2) not be operated in the coastwise trade except 5

as described in paragraph (1); and 6

‘‘(3) be documented under chapter 121 of this 7

title. 8

‘‘(b) OPERATING AGREEMENT IS AN OBLIGATION OF 9

THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT.—An operating agree-10

ment under this chapter constitutes a contractual obligation 11

of the United States Government to pay the amounts pro-12

vided for in the agreement to the extent of actual appropria-13

tions. 14

‘‘(c) OBLIGATIONS OF OWNER OR OPERATOR.— 15

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—The owner or operator of a 16

vessel covered by an operating agreement under this 17

chapter shall agree, as a condition of such agreement, 18

to remain obligated to carry out the requirements de-19

scribed in paragraph (2) until the termination date 20

specified in the agreement, even in the case of early 21

termination of the agreement under section 70705(c) 22

of this title.

1936 (46 App. U.S.C. 124l(a), 1241(b), or 1241(f)), 2

that is bulk cargo; and 3

‘‘(3) shall make a pro rata reduction for each 4

day less than 320 in a fiscal year that the vessel is 5

not operated in accordance with section 70706 of this 6

title. 7

‘‘(e) LIMITATIONS REGARDING NONCONTIGUOUS DO-8

MESTIC TRADE.— 9

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—No owner or operator shall 10

receive payments pursuant to this chapter during a 11

period in which it participates in noncontiguous do-12

mestic trade. 13

‘‘(2) LIMITATION ON APPLICATION.—Paragraph 14

(1) shall not apply to a owner or operator that is a 15

citizen of the United States within the meaning of 16

section 50501 of this title, applying the 75 percent 17

ownership requirement of that section. 18

‘‘(3) PARTICIPATES IN A NONCONTIGUOUS TRADE 19

DEFINED.—In this subsection the term ‘participates 20

in a noncontiguous domestic trade’ means directly or 21

indirectly owns, charters, or operates a vessel engaged 22

in transportation of cargo between a point in the con-23

tiguous 48 States and a point in Alaska, Hawaii, or 24
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Puerto Rico, other than a point in Alaska north of 1

the Arctic Circle. 2

‘‘§ 70708. National security requirements 3

‘‘(a) EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS AGREEMENT RE-4

QUIRED.—The Secretary of Transportation, in coordina-5

tion with the Secretary of Defense, shall establish an emer-6

gency preparedness program under this section under which 7

the owner or operator of a vessel covered by an operating 8

agreement under this chapter shall agree, as a condition 9

of the operating agreement, to enter into an emergency pre-10

paredness agreement with the Secretaries. Each such emer-11

gency preparedness agreement shall be entered into as 12

promptly as practicable after the owner or operator has en-13

tered into the operating agreement. 14

‘‘(b) TERMS OF AGREEMENT.—The terms of an agree-15

ment under this section— 16

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‘‘(2) shall include such additional terms as may 1

be established by the Secretary of Transportation and 2

the Secretary of Defense; and 3

‘‘(3) shall allow for the modification or addition 4

of terms upon agreement by the Secretary of Trans-5

portation and the owner or operator and the approval 6

by the Secretary of Defense. 7

‘‘(c) PARTICIPATION AFTER EXPIRATION OF OPER-8

ATING AGREEMENT.—Except as provided by section 70706 9

of this title, the Secretary may not require, through an 10

emergency preparedness agreement or an operating agree-11

ment, that an owner or operator of a vessel covered by an 12

operating agreement continue to participate in an emer-13

gency preparedness agreement after the operating agree-14

ment has expired according to its terms or is otherwise no 15

longer in effect. After the expiration of an emergency pre-16

paredness agreement, a owner or operator may voluntarily 17

continue to participate in the agreement. 18

‘‘(d) RESOURCES MADE AVAILABLE.—The commercial 19

transportation resources to be made available under an 20

emergency preparedness agreement shall include vessels or 21

capacity in vessels, terminal facilities, management serv-22

ices, and other related services, or any agreed portion of 23

such nonvessel resources for activation as the Secretary of 24

Defense may determine to be necessary, seeking to minimize 25

ness agreement under this section shall provide that 5

the Secretary of Defense shall pay fair and reasonable 6

compensation for all commercial transportation re-7

sources provided pursuant to this section.

‘‘(2) SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS.—Compensation 9

under this subsection— 10

‘‘(A) shall not be less than the owner or op-11

erator’s commercial market charges for like 12

transportation resources; 13

‘‘(B) shall be fair and reasonable consid-14

ering all circumstances; 15

‘‘(C) shall be provided from the time that a 16

vessel or resource is required by the Secretary of 17

Defense until the time it is redelivered to the 18

tion 70707 of this title. 23

‘‘(f) TEMPORARY REPLACEMENT VESSELS.—Notwith-24

standing section 55302(a), 55304, 55305, or 55314 of this 25
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title, section 2631 of title 10, or any other cargo preference 1

law of the United States— 2

‘‘(1) an owner or operator may operate or em-3

ploy in foreign commerce a foreign-flag vessel or for-4

eign-flag vessel capacity as a temporary replacement 5

for a vessel of the United States or vessel of the 6

United States capacity that is activated by the Sec-7

retary of Defense under an emergency preparedness 8

agreement or a primary Department of Defense sealift 9

readiness program; and 10

‘‘(2) such replacement vessel or vessel capacity 11

shall be eligible during the replacement period to 12

transport preference cargoes subject to sections 13

55302(a), 55304, 55305, and 55314 of this title and 14

section 2631 of title 10 to the same extent as the eligi-15

bility of the vessel or vessel capacity replaced. 16

‘‘(g) REDELIVERY AND LIABILITY OF THE UNITED 17

STATES FOR DAMAGES.— 18

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—All commercial transpor-19

tation resources activated under an emergency pre-20

paredness agreement shall, upon termination of the 21

period of activation, be redelivered to the owner or op-22

erator in the same good order and condition as when 23

received, less ordinary wear and tear, or the Sec-24
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retary of Defense shall fully compensate the owner or 1

operator for any necessary repair or replacement. 2

‘‘(2) LIMITATION ON UNITED STATES LIABIL-3

ITY.—Except as may be expressly agreed in an emer-4

gency preparedness agreement, or as otherwise pro-5

vided by law, the Government shall not be liable for 6

disruption of an owner or operator’s commercial busi-7

ness or other consequential damages to an owner or 8

operator arising from the activation of commercial 9

transportation resources under an emergency pre-10

paredness agreement.

‘‘§ 70709. Regulatory relief 12

‘‘(a) OPERATION IN FOREIGN COMMERCE.—An owner 13

or operator for a vessel included in an operating agreement 14

under this chapter may operate the vessel in the foreign 15

commerce of the United States without restriction. 16

‘‘(b) OTHER RESTRICTIONS.—The restrictions of sec-17

tion 55305(a) of this title concerning the building, rebuild-18

ing, or documentation of a vessel in a foreign country shall 19

not apply to a vessel for any day the operator of the vessel 20

is receiving payments for the operation of that vessel under 21

an operating agreement under this chapter. 22

‘‘(c) TELECOMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT.—The tele-23

‘‘(1) such equipment complies with all applicable 5

international agreements and associated guidelines as 6

determined by the country in which the vessel was 7

documented immediately before becoming documented 8

under the laws of the United States; 9

‘‘(2) that country has not been identified by the 10

Secretary as inadequately enforcing international reg-11

ulations as to that vessel; and 12

‘‘(3) at the end of its useful life, such equipment 13

shall be replaced with equipment that meets Federal 14

Communications Commission equipment certification 15

standards. 16

‘‘§ 70710. Special rule regarding age of participating 17

Fleet vessels 18

‘‘Any age restriction under section 70702(b)(4) of this 19

title shall not apply to a participating Fleet vessel during 20

the 30-month period beginning on the date the vessel begins 21

operating under an operating agreement under this chapter, 22

if the Secretary of Transportation determines that the 23

owner or operator of the vessel has entered into an arrange-24

ment to obtain and operate under the operating agreement 25
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for the participating Fleet vessel a replacement vessel that, 1

upon commencement of such operation, will be eligible to 2

be included in the Fleet under section 70702(b) of this title.
